Fihnfare editor Rauf Ahmed, 
in a telephone interview with the 
Arab Times, said: “The reports 
of their death are untrue and 
baseless.” 

"Nothing as drastic as that has 
happened,” he said, adding, “no 
one in Bombay has heard about 
the so-called tragedy .” 

He confirmed: "Both perfor- 
mers are doing well ami shoot- 
ing. 

Govinda is shooting in Bom- 
bay for one of his 50 movies. 
Sridevi. who has been in Srinagar 
for location shooting, went to 
Madras yesterday.” 

Rumours 

Rumours were afloat in 
Kuwait about the reported death 
of actor Govinda in a car crash. 
Top film actress Sridevi was said 
to have been injured or dead in 
the same accident. 

The Arab Times office 
received several calls from 
worried, panicky fans — Pakis- 
tanis, Indians and Bangladeshis 
— seeking news about the two 
stars. One fan said: “I will board 
the next plane to Bombay to see 
the last remains of my favourite 
star, Govtnda. " 

The rumours started in 
Kuwait after a Pakistani news- 
paper reported the alleged car 
accident involving the two stars. 
It said Govinda had died and 
Sridevi was injured. The same, 
paper retracted the story a day 
later, saying that no one was 
injured in the accident. It gave no 
further details. 


Heavy water 

OSLO, Norway. Nov 12, (AP): 
Norway is moving to outlaw 
exports of heavy water as 
evidence mounts that material 
sold for peaceful research has 
been diverted to make nuclear 
weapons. 

Foreign Minister Thorvald 
Stolienberg told parliament on 
Thursday he was araftingabill to 
halt the sales, charging that other 
countries had failed to control 
how the water was used. 


Israel acts to 
forestall violence 


OCCUPIED JERUSALEM, 
Nov 12, (Reuter): Israeli troops 
raided West Bank towns and 
villages and confined 650,000* ~ 
Palestinians to their Gaza Strip 
homes today to prevent protests 
in solidarity with a meeting of the 
Palestinian pariiament-m-exile. 

An Army spokesman said 
troops searched dozens of areas 
in the West Bank and imposed 
curfews in several towns and 
villages there. He would not say 
how many arrests were made. 

A curfew imposed on residents 
of the Gaza Strip last night 
would remain in effect until fur- 
ther notice, he added. 

Palestinians in the territories, 
seized from Egypt and Jordan 
in the 1967 Middle East war, 
anxiously awaited the opening of 
the Palestine National Council 
(PNQ meeting in Algiers today. 
Curfews 

Israeli troops imposed curfews 
on the West Bank towns of Tulk- 
arem and Kalkilya, Shuway kah 
and Huwwarab villages and the 
Balata refugee camp. Nablus, the 
West Bank’s largest city, was 
declared a dosed military area. 

“The intention is to limit 
travel, not to totally isolate them 
(the Palestinian residents). All 
these measures were taken to 
prevent demonstrations and 
keep things q uiet during the PNC 
meeting,” the Army spokesman 
said. 

West Bank Palestinians were 
prohibited from travelling to 
Jerusalem or between districts of 


the occupied area, he added. 

There were no immediate 
reports of injuries in the occupied 
- ter ritories except for three Pales- 
tinians slightly hurt inbeatingsih 
the Gaza Strip, hospital staff 
said. 

Palestinian journalists repor- 
ted that many phone lines were 
cut in the West Bank to prevent 
contact with the press. The Army 
said it had no such reports and 
civil administrations officials 
were unavailable for comment. 

Bethlehem Mayor Elias Freij 
said most phone lines in his town 
were cut. "The situation so far is 
quiet, but very tense. There is a 
heavy security presence, much 
heavier than usual,” he said. 

"The PNC meeting is a very 
important one and the people 
here are looking towards Algiers 
to see what resolutions will be 
taken and we hope the resolu- 
tions will help to begin Lhe peace 
process,” Freij said. 

Israel Radio said police had 
arrested nine Arab citizens of 
Israel suspected of harming 
Palestinians who co-operated 
with the Jewish state. The arrests 
were made last month, but were 
only authorised for publication 
today, it said. 

The nine, who allegedly acted 
on behalf of Fatah, the military 
arm of the PLO, were accused of 
throwing petrol bombs at the 
homes of Israeli Arabs in Kfar 
Suiam in northern Israel and 
de alings in arms and drug trade, 
the radio said. 


Court orders use of 
IDs in Pakistani polls 


LAHORE, Nov 12, (Agencies): 
The Supreme Court today 
ordered that Pakistani voters will 
have to produce state identity 
cards in order to cast ibeir ballots 
in Nov 16 and 19 general elec- 
tions. 

It came as an injunction from 
the 12-member bench, suspend- 
ing a high court riding on Tues- 
day that threw out the ID card 
requirement after it was challen- 
ged by the opposition Pakistan 
People’s Party of Benazir 
Bhutto. 

The PPP claimed a large seg- 
ment of Pakistan's 48 million 
eligible voters did not have the 
cards, especially women who 
refuse to be photographed accor- 
ding to Muslim tradition. 

Randomly ’ 

The government claimed some 
93 per cent of the electorate had 
the cards but the high court 
found that in randomly selected 
districts, some records showed 
more ID cards than eligible 
voters. 

Nevertheless, the government 
appealed on grounds that iden- 
tity cards were the only way to 
prevent fraud at polling stations. 

Justices said they issued 
today's injunction because there 


wasn't enough time to consider 
the appeal before National 
Assembly polls Nov 16 and 
Provincial Assembly ones on 
Nov 19. It did not set a hearing 
date. 

Benazir, seeking to become the 
first woman to rule a modem 
Muslim nation, said today her 
sex was no barrier to her winning 
next week’s general election in 
Pakistan. 

“I’m proud of being a woman. 
I’m proud of being a Muslim 
woman,” she told reporters dur- 
ing a campaign tour of central 
Punjab. “The issue is not man 
versus woman. It's dictatorship 
versus democracy.'' 

Chanting 

She said women had provided 
strong leadership elsewhere. 
“Look at Margaret Thatcher, 
Indira Gandhi,” she said. 

At least half the 300 chanting 
supporters outside the house 
where she stayed in Faisalabad 
were women, a rare thing in Pak- 
istan where political crowds are 
almost entirely male. 

Some leaders of the anti-Ben- 
azir Islamic Democratic Alliance 
(IDA) have said a woman cannot

Symbol 

“We are going to achieve 
peace — and we need it ,” he said. 
“The peace we need is not the 
peace of Israeli extremists. We 
will continue our revolution until 
the Palestinian flag is flying over 
Jerusalem.” 

Sheikh Abdel Hamid Al 
Sayeh, the Speaker of the PNC, 
opened the session with a reading 
from the Holy Quran. 

“In the name of God, I open 


this session,” said Sayeh, wear- 
ing a white flowing Arab robe 
and circular hat. "This is one of 
the biggest Palestinian days.” 

The speakers delivered their 
addresses from a podium in front 
of a wall draped with the 
Algerian flag ana a flag bearing 
the PLO symbol of a gun and an 
olive branch. 

Before the session Arafat said 
UN Resolution 242 recognising 
Israel is one of the options that 
might be adopted during the ses- 
sion. 

"242 is one of the options,” 
Arafat told reporters. The PLO 
chief declined to say if he was in 
favour of adoption of the UN 
resolution in a “political 
statement,” which the Palestin- 
ian leaders were planning to issue 
after making their declaration of 
independence on Tuesday. 

"1 am the chairman. I have to 
respect the process of 
democracy,” said Arafat, who 
was wearing green fatigues, the 
traditional black and white 
chequered keffayah head wrap 
and a pistol strapped to his belt. 

But Palestinian sources said 
Arafat was pushing for adoption 
of Resolution 242 by the council 
over opposition from hardline 
leaders led by Popular Front for 
the Liberation of Palestine chief 
George Habbash.

Saudi Arabia 
and China 
establish 
trade link 


BAHRAIN, Nov 12. (Reuter): 
Saudi Arabia and China have 
agreed to open commercial 
offices in each other's capitals, 
the first permanent representa- 
tion between Riyadh and Beij- 
ing. 

The Chinese embassy in 
Washington and Saudi Press 
Agency (SPA) said an agreement 
was signed yesterday by the 
countries’ ambassadors to the 
United States. 

“In the desire to develop the 
commercial and economic rela- 
tions that have existed for a long 
itime between the two people ... 
the governments have derided to 
set up commercial representative 
offices in their two capitals,” 
SPA said today. 

Since the 1930s, when Saudi 
Arabia broke off relations with 
the Soviet Union, the staunchly 
anti -communist kingdom has 
had no official representation in 
Eastern bloc countries or China. 

Saudi Arabia and neighbour- 
ing Bahrain are Lhe only Arab 
countries to have no diplomatic 
relations with either Moscow or 
Beijing. 

The Soviet Union and China 
have both courted the kingdom 
in the last few years, sending 
officials on visits despite 
Riyadh's firm ties with the 
United States.

BOGOTA, Nov 12, (AP): Hun- 
dreds of bomb-throwing leftist 
guerrillas attacked a gold mining 
town and a military base in nor- 
thern Colombia, killing 34 
civilians and leaving 31 others 
injured, authorities said today.

Philippine 
rebel leader 
escapes from 
detention 


MANILA. Nov 12, (Reuter): 
The head of the communist rebel 
Army in the Philippines escaped 
today from a Manila military 
camp where he had been held for 
more than seven months, 
military sources said. 

The sources said Romulo Kin- 
tan ar, commander-in-chief of 
the New People's Army (NPA), 
escaped with his wife who was 
being held with him in a stockade 
at the national police headquar- 
ters at Camp Crame. 

Search 

Constabulary chief Major 
General Ramon Montano 
ordered an immediate search for 
the couple, the sources, who 
asked not to be named, said. 

As chief of the NPA, Kin- 
tan ar. was ranked third highest 
rebel leader in the country at the 
tim e of his arrest, after the Com- 
munist Party chairman and the 
party secretary-general. 

The Army say Kinlanar, who 
commanded an estimated 25,000 
guerrillas fighting a i 9-year 
insurgency war. organised the 
guerrillas' “sparrow" assassina- 
tion squads blamed for the kill- 
ing of more than 100 soldiers and 
policemen in Manila during the 
past two years. 


Permission 


The sources said Kintanar and 
his wife escaped after receiving 
permission to visit an Army 
officer living in another part of 
the camp.

Police clash with demonstrators in Poland 


WARSAW, Nov 1 2, (Agencies): 
About 80 people launched a hun- 
ger strike today in a cathedral in 
southern Poland to demand the 
release of demonstrators 
detained at a rally to mark the 
70 th anniversary of the rebirth of 
the Polish state, opposition 
spokesman said. 

More than 50 people were 
detained and at ieast seven 
severely beaten in the southern 
city of Katowice when police 
charged a crowd gathered in 
front of the cathedral of Jesus 
Christ the King for a rally last 
evening, said Dorota Switon, a 
Solidarity spokeswoman in Kat- 
owice. 

Realised 

About midnight about 250 
people ran into the cathedral for 
shelter and some of them began a 
hunger strike when they realised 
they could not leave without 
being attacked by police, opposi- 


tion spokesman Zygmunt Lenyk 
said by telephone from Krakow. 

The hunger strikers demand 
the release of those detained by 
police during a rally in Katowice, 
punishment for police who beat 
protesters, and written assuran- 
ces that the people now in the 
cathedral will not face repression 
once the action is over, Lenyk 
said. 

Katowice is 285 kilometres 
(180 miles) southwest of War- 
saw. 

Police remain outside the 
cathedral. Switon said and a 
bishop from Katowice, request- 
ing anonymity,, said he saw “no 
immediate prospects” for ending 
the hunger strike. 

The bishop said police allowed 
some people who declined to join 
the hunger strike to leave the 
cathedral in the morning. 

The hunger strike followed a 
long evening of clashes as police 


using batons, tear gas and water 
cannons, dispersed demon- 
strators in at least Gve major 
cities following independent 
rallies to mark the anniversary. 

Beat 

Riot police beat marchers with 
batons and used water cannon to 
break up an anti-communist 
march by about 5,000 people in 
the Polish port of Gdansk late 
yesterday, opposition sources 
said. 

Police dispersed rallies in the 
western city of Poznan and in 
Katowice in the south and at 
least one woman was taken to 
hospital the sources said. 

About 1 5,000 people marched 
unhindered through Warsaw 
chanting anti-government 
slogans and singing freedom 
songs carrying banners support- 
ing the banned Solidarity trade 
union. Police prevented a later 


march by about 1,000 youths. 

Marches and rallies elsewhere, 
including gatherings of 10,000 in 
the southern cities of Krakow 
and Wroclaw, passed off 
peacefully, the sources said. 

In Gdansk, where Solidarity 
was born amid strikes there in 
1980, police wearing helmets and 
wielding long white batons 
moved in on the crowd after 
youths threw stones at them. 

The official news agency PAP 
said the youths tore op paving 
stones, set fire to garbage bins 
and threw stones at police. 

It did not say if the police had 
made any arrests or if anyone 
had been hurt 

Subjugation 

The crowd marched after a 
mass at St Mary's Basilica 
church of the anniversary of 
Poland's re-emergence as an 
independent state after 123 years 
of subjugation to Austria, Prus- 


sia and Russia. 

Police also dispersed crowds in 
Poznan and there were some 
min or dashes, the opposition 
sources said. It was not clear if 
anyone was arrested or hurt. 

Want 


In Warsaw, marchers chanted 
“we want Lech not Wojciech” in 
support of Solidarity leader Lech 
Walesa and against Poland's 
communist leader General Woj- 
dech Jaruzelski. They held a 
rally at the tomb of the union 
soldier where Jaruzelski earlier 
attended sombre official celebra- 
tions. 

Riot police kept out of sight in 
what veteran observers said was 
the biggest unofficial demonstra- 
tion in the dty centre in five years 
but chased away about 1,000 
youths after the main crowd dis- 
persed.

Abu Nidal’s 

conviction 

upheld 


ROME, Nov 12, (AP): An 
appeals court yesterday upheld 
the conviction of Abu Nidai and 
two other Palestinian guerrillas 
for a 1985 attack that killed 16 
people at Rome's main airport, 
television stations reported. 

The Rome Court of Appeals 
confirmed the life sentences 
imposed in February on Abu 
Nidai and Rashid A1 Hamieda, 
described as one of Nidal's top 
lieutenants. Both men are 
fugitives. 

The court also upheld the 30- 
year sentence given to Mahmoud 
Ibrahim Khaled. the only defen- 
dant in custody. 

More than 80 people were 
injured in the grenade and rifle 
assault on the check-in counters 
of TWA, the New York-based 
airline, and El AL, the Israeli 
carrier, at Leonardo da Vinci air- 
port on the morning of Dec 27, 
1985. 

Four Americans including an 
1 1 -year-old girl were slain in the 
attack, which occurred at nearly 
the same hour as an attack at the 
Vienna airport. 

Four people, including two 
terrorists, died in the Vienna 
attack, and- 47 others were 
injured. 


Former Czech leader 
Dubcek arrives in Italy 


BOLOGNA, Italy, Nov 12, 
(Reuter): Former Czechoslovak 
leader Alexander Dubcek, ous- 
ted after a Soviet-led invasion in 
1968, expressed shock today 
when he walked into the Western 
media spotlight on his first 
foreign visit for 18 years. 

'‘This is an absolute catastro- 
phe." Dubcek said with a laugh 
to his Italian interpreter as he was 
ambushed by dozens of 
photographers and journalists 
waiting outside the lift in a 
Bologna hotel. 

Dubcek. 66. has lived quietly 
for most of the two decades since 
a Warsaw Pact invasion crushed 
his "Prague Spring" reforms. He 
slipped into this central Italian 
dty late yesterday after driving 
from Czechoslovakia via Aus- 
tria.

War may resume, 
says Rafsanjani 


NICOSIA. Nov 12, (AP): Iran- 
ian Speaker of Parliament 
Hashemi Rafsanjani said today 
that the current situation of "no 
war, no peace" in tbe Gulf war 
was not acceptable and without 
peace the fighting will resume, 
Tehran Radio reported. 

Rafsanjani, also acting com- 
mander of the armed forces, was 
quoted as saying: “We must 
either achieve peace or return to 
war.

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Laos frees 
Americans

BANGKOK, Nov 12, (AP): A 
man and a woman from the 
United States who had iDq$ally 
entered communist Laos to 
advertise a reward for the release 
of US prisoners from the Indo- 
china war were freed by that 
country today after weeks of 
solitary confinement. 

Donna Long and James Copp, 
both of North Carolina, arrival 
in Bangkok on a flight from 
Vientiane, the Laotian capital. 
They were held in detention for 
41 days, 32 of them in solitary 
confinement with interroga- 


tions. 

“It was a horrible 41 days but I 
don't regret it,” said Long, who 
lost 1 5 pounds. “The only hope 
that our men in Laos have is that 
someone brings them out. 


She said a stern-looking police 
>lonel told them that while they 


colonel told them that 
were bang freed, any others who 
entered Laos illegally would not 
be. 

"They would stay forever, 
forever," she quoted the colonel 
assaying. 

Custody 

Miss Long, a 45-year-old 
writer, and Copp, a 44-year-old 
schoolteacher, were taken into 
custody Oct 3. 

They had sailed across the 
Mekong River boundary bet- 
ween Thailand and Lacs, entered 
a Laotian village, and distributed 
leaflets advertising a S2.4 million 
reward for the return of any US 
prisoner. 

The reward has been pledged 
by 21 Republican congressmen 
and some private citizens. 

Laos has angrily denied hold- 
ing prisoners from the war, from 
which US forces withdrew in 
1973. The US government also 
has criticised Miss Long and 
Copp for jeopardising official 
contacts to account for 547 US 
soldiers listed as missing in 
action in Laos.

Sinhalese face food shortage 


COLOMBO, Nov 12, (AP): 
Towns in the Sinhalese heartland 
faced serious food shortages 
today because of a strike by fuel 
workers, a government official 
said, as workers defied a decree 
threatening some strikers with 
the death penalty. 

About 2,500 employees of the 
Ceylon Petroleum Corp., the 
island nation's only supplier of 
gasoline, walked off the job on 
Monday in response to a four- 
day strike called by the People's 
Liberation Front. The Sinhalese 
extremist group is demanding 
the resignation of President Jun- 
ius layewardene. 

Many of the fuel workers were 
still not back on duty by today, 
despite an emergency decree 
issued by Jayewardeneon Friday 
providing for death by hanging 


for strike instigators and those 
refusing to report for work in 
"essential services” sectors, such 
as fuel and transportation. 

Jayewardene today appealed 
to people to refrain from suppor- 
ting anti-government extremists. 

“The recent disturbances have 
had adverse effects on economic 
and development plans of the 
country,” he said, while presid- 
ing over the opening of a new 
terminal at Colombo's inter- 
national airport, 25 kilometres 
north of the capital, near the 
village of Katunayanake. 

Sufficient food has been sent 
to the southern port town of 
Galle, but gasoline shortages 
have prevented distribution to 
other towns in the region, food 
commissioner Graham Dissa- 
nayake said today. 


Senior officials, who spoke on 
condition of anonymity, said the 
government intended the emer- 
gency decree as a deterrent and 
hoped it would not be necessary 
to resort to capital punishment to 
stop strikes. 

P.M. Hamza, general manager 
of the Ceylon Petroleum Corp., 
said the decree applied to his 
workers, since the corporation 
had been declared essential. 

He said “a large number” of 
his employees had returned to 
work, and he expected others Lo 
report shortly, although he could 
not give any figures. 

The decree was issued as 
businesses reopened following 
the four-day strike. It was the 
second tough measure 
introduced in a week, in an effort 
to halt anti-government protests. 


Dalai Lama protests arrest

The list of 100 questions 
included ones that were “dearly 
intended to be used as a tool for 
propaganda and intimidation,” 
the letter said. The examples it 
listed included:

“Do you hope to have the 
Dalai Lama as the leader of the 
Tibetan government?” 

Invasion 

The Dalai Lama fled lo India 
in 1 959 after an abortive uprising 
against Chinese rule. China 
invaded Tibet in 1949 and 
annexed it a year later. 

It said the last time such a 
questionnaire was used was in 
1 959, shortly before the uprising. 

“It is very disturbing that this 
new measure should have been 
introduced in Tibet at a time 
when his holiness the Dalai 
Lama is making every effort to 
promote a peaceful solution to 
the tragic issue of Tibet,” the 
letter said. 


Christian commander raps Murphy 


Aoun to try rival Army chief 


BEIRUT, Nov 12, (UPI): /ymy 
commander Maj. Gen. Michel 
Aoun said as Army chief, he will 
court-martial in absentia a Sunni 
Muslim officer for accepting an 
appointment, by a rival pro- 
Syrian cabinet. 

Aoun also launched a scathing 
attack on US Assistant Secretary 
of State Richard Murphy, accus- 
ing him of being “an incom- 
petent person” who has failed to 
help resolve the ongoing political 
stalemate. 

Aoun said Brigadier General 
Sami AI Khatib will be tried by a 
military court on charges of 
accepting a position "which 
endangers the country’s unity 
and falls within schemes aimed at 
partition.” 

Boycott 

The cabinet decided to take all 
legal measures to refer Brig. Gen. 
Sami Al Khatib to the special 
judicial authorities according to 
militar y laws,” said Aoun, who 
was appointed as the head of six- 
man military cabinet by former 
President Amin Gemaycl. 


Aoun made the statement as 
he emerged from a meeting of the 
military government at the 
presidential palace in the district 
of Baabda on the outskirts of 
Ehsi Beirut. 

The three Muslim officers who 
were named as members of 
Aoun's cabinet have boycotted 
the government and never took 
part in meetings. 

Aoun charged that the 
decision by the rival government 
of pro-Syrian Sunni politician 
Selim Hoss Wednesday to 
appoint the 55-year-old Al 
Khatib as Army commander 
“would serve schemes to parti- 
tion the country. 1 ' 

Aoun also lashed out at Mur- 
y, describing him as “a man of 
ailure.” 

“He failed and hesbould ackn- 
owledge his failure, because he 
insis ts on saying there axe two 
governments in Lebanon ... I am 
surprised that a senior official of 
the US State Department cannot 
properly read the laws and the 
constitution,” Aoun said, when 
asked about recent mediation

efforts by Murphy to resolve the 
crisis. 

He was alluding to a reported 
agreement between the United 
States and Syria to back a com- 
promise presidential candidate, 
Maronite politician Mikhail Al 
Daher. The agreement was rea- 
ched during Murphy's visit to 
Syria in September. 

Aoun had swiftly rebuffed 
“choosing a president abroad,” 
and the Christian militia boss, 
Samir Geagea, accused Al Daher 
of having plans to expand the 
Syrian militar y deployment in 
Lebanon. 

Void 

Lebanon has been without a 
president since Sept 23, when 
Gemayd left office under a con- 
stitutional deadline. Parliament 
failed twice to elect a successor to 
Gemayel who set up Aoun's 
cabinet in a last attempt to fill the 
constitutional void. 

The pro-Syrian Muslim camp 
has refused to recognise the 
military leadership as legitimate, 
and considered Gemayel's move 
as a military coup. 


The Muslims, having beefed 
up their militias positions 
around east Beirut, increased 
pressures on the Christians Wed- 
nesday, appointing Khatib as the 
new commander of the estimated 
30,000-strong Army, which has 
splintered along sectarian lines.

The withdrawal of Soviet 
troops, half of which was com- 
pleted bymid-August, wasdueto 
resume in the middle of this 
month but has been temporarily 
suspended because of a barrage 
of rebel attacks. 

Soviet officials have said all 
Moscow’s forces will still leave 
by the Feb 15 deadline. 

Fighting 

Afghan authorities said on 
Friday they had killed hundreds 
of rebels in eastern Afghanistan 
and the provincial city of 
Jalalabad was now quiet and 
under their control. 

The Pakistan-based rebels 
earlier said they were launching 
rocket attacks on Jalalabad, 
capital of Nangarhar province, 
after taking some nearby garr- 
isons and a border post, and that 


the main road link with Pakistan 
was closed. 

Security forces killed 340 
rebels in the Shin war area and 
250 in the Khojamir area of Nan- 
garhar and captured large quan- 
tities of arms and ammunition, 
official Kabul Radio said. 

“The situation is now com- 
pletely quiet in Jalalabad” after 
Thursday’s fighting, said the 
broadcast monitored in 
Islamabad. 

Government forces have been 
firing newly supplied long-range 
Soviet rockets at suspected rebel 
bases in Nangarhar province this 
month, but foe rebels said there 
had been no major damage. 

Fifteen such missiles, known 
in the West as Scuds, were fired 
from Kabul eastwards between 
Monday and Wednesday, Wes- 
tern diplomats in Islamabad 
said.

Police said Mrs Belcastro was 
in good condition.

The arrests were made as pan 
of foe government’s effort to 
uncover alleged corruption and 
misdeeds involving Chun, his 
family members and associates.

tly looking into corruption char- 
ges against Chun. 

Chun, who left office in 
February after an iron-fisted 
seven-year rule, has come under 
severe criticism for his alleged 
involvement in major financial 
and other scandals. 

Denial 

Chun has denied any wrong- 
doing while in office. Opponents 
demands that Chun be arrested 
and prosecuted on corruption 
charges, but foe government 
camp favours a political solution 
to foe dispute. 

Radical students have staged 
street protests almost daily in 
recent weeks, demanding that 
Chun be punished for his alleged 
corruption.

High-tech

The new communications sys- 
tem. called foe Global Maritime 
Distress and Safety System, tran- 
smits and receives automatically, 
so having foe ability to transmit 
morse code will no longer be a 
requirement for ships. 

Shipowners are expected to 
phase out radio operators when 
the new equipment is installed in 
ships, starting in 1993. 

Some parts of foe new tech- 
nology, which includes satellite 
communications, already are in 
use on British ships and. after 
1999, they will be rewired on 
ships worldwide. 

The decision was made at a 
two-week conference in London 
of the International Maritime 
Organisation, a United Nations 
agency that oversees the safety of 
shipping and tries to prevent 
ships from polluting the seas. 

The 66 countries represented 
account for about 97 per cent of 
foe world's* ships, said spokes- 
man Roger Kohn. 

The new system allows the 
crew to send a distress signal by 
pushing a button, which should 
prevent ships disappearing with- 
out a trace when messages could 
not be sent in time. 

Ships also will carry a radio 
beacon, which will give foe ship's 
position and must be able to float 
free if foe ship sinks suddenly. 

Sakharov 
warns against 
perestroika 

NEW YORK, Nov 12 (UPI): 
Human rights activist Andrei 
Sakharov, making his first visit 
to foe West, has warned against 
complacent acceptance of recent 
Soviet reforms, saying events in 
his homeland must be watched 
with a wary eye. 

Speaking at a reception in his 
honour at the New York 
Academy of Sciences, the Soviet 
physicist and Nobel peace prize 
winner said Mikhail Gorba- 
chev's policies were being viewed 
with a mixture of excitement and 
fear in the Soviet Union. 

Perestroika — Gorbachev’s 
drive to restructure the Soviet 
economy and political system — 
should be supported but “this 
should be a support of a sober 
and demanding friend." he said. 

"Gorbachev should be helped 
but critically,” he said. “It refers 
not just to Gorbachev personally 
but to all foe processes taking 
place in our country as well. 

“One should not think that all 
of the problems have been 
already solved,” he said. “The 
processes taking place in our 
country are very controversial 
and some of them are dangerous 
in some instances.” 

He said his country was “at foe 
turning point.” 

“It is very important that foe 
loftiest goals should not be 
squandered or forgotten in the 
process,” he said. 

Sakharov arrived this week on 
his first visit to foe United States 
and his first trip out of his 
homeland in 30 years.

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US helicopter crash 
kills all three crewmen 


MANAMA, Nov 1 2. (Agencies): 
Investigators will try to deter- 
mine why a US Navy helicopter 
crashed yesterday, killing all 
three crewmen, while preparing 
to land aboard a warship in the 
northern Arabian Sea. TJS 
officials said today. 

Seven American military air- 
craft have crashed in the region in 
the last 19 months, leaving 12 
Americans dead. 

During those 19 months of 
expanded US naval operations 
to protect commercial shipping 
during the Iraq-Iran war, 49 
Americans have been killed, 
including 37 aboard the missile 
frigate USS Stark, mistakenly hit 
bvlraqi missiles in May 1987. 

Landing 

Officials who asked not to be 
identified, said the SH-2F anti- 
submarine helicopter crashed 
before dawn yesterday while 
making a routine landing 
approach to the frigate USS Bar- 
bey. 

"They were coming in toward 
the ship, they called in and said 
they had some kind of a problem, 
and then the hello just went down 
and hit the water,” said one 


official. 

The aircraft apparently sank 
immediately, as boats ana other 
helicopters from the Barbey. the 
aircraft carrier US Nimitz and 
the missile cruiser USS Califor- 
nia were unable to find any 
survivors or wreckage, the 
official said. 

The crewmen were identified 
as die Pilot, LieuL Cmdr. Gerald 
Pelz. 37. of Coronado. Califor- 
nia, Lieut. (J.G.) Gerald T. Ram- 
sdell of Ridgewood. New Jersey 
and Petty Officer William E. 
Martinie, 24. of Peoria, Illinois. 
Ramsdeii's age was not 
immediately known, a Navy 
spokesman said. 

Searched 


The three are “lost and 
presumed dead,” a US Navy 
spokesman, Ken Mitchell, said 
in a statement from the North 
Island Naval Air Station in San 
Diego. 

The three ships which sear- 
ched the area for survivors are 
part of the US carrier battle 
group now operating in the 
Arabian Sea, in support of US 
forces inside the Gulf. 


The aircraft was assigned to 
helicopter Anti-Submarine 
Squadron 33 based at North 
Island. 

The full-scale search launched 
in the aftermath of the crash was 
called off after only small pieces 
of debris were found, Mitchell 
said, but “the ships and aircraft 
in the area are still looking as part 
of their normal function.” 

Mitchell said the investigation 
into the cause of the crash will 
probably take several weeks. 

The investigation will be con- 
ducted by the headquarters of 
Naval Air Pacific at San Diego, 
California. 

Toll 

In addition to the three 
presumed dead in yesterday's 
crash, the overall crash toll 
includes two US Marine pilots 
killed when their AH- 1 Cobra 
helicopter gunship was lost, 
apparently due to hostile action 
by Iran, last April 18 and five 
killed in two helicopter mishaps 
in the Gulf last year. 

The other two killed were 
pilots of a Navy carrier jet that 
crashed in the Arabian Sea dur- 
ing a training flight. 


Ration cards must be 
renewed once a year

RATION cards will now have to 
be renewed every year, according 
to Abdulla Al Mull a, director of 
the Consumer Protection Depar- 
tment at the Ministry of Com- 
merce and Industry.

Benazir’s train tour 


Station-master’s 


nightmare

SADIQABAD. Pakistan, 
(Reuter): it was a station-mas- 
ter's nightmare. 

First the Khyber Mail arrived 
six hours late. Then thousands of 
people beating drums and wav- 
ing flags sw amped his station. 

The cause of the commotion 
was the arrival of Pakistani 
opposition leader Benazir 
Bhutto. 

Travelling by train, the 35- 
year-old politician made life dif- 
ficult for station masters — from 
Karachi on the coast to Rawal- 
pindi in the north — as she drew 
crowds at campaign rallies last 
week for the Nov 1 6 general elec- 
tion. 

Tens of thousands of suppor- 
ters of her Pakistan People’s 
Party (PPP) mobbed her train at 
halLs' along the line, waving her 
portrait and the party's red. 
black and green flag. 

At Sadiqabad, midway bet- 
ween Karachi and Lahore, sup- 
porters swarmed or. to carriages, 
pulled the emergency chain, and 
refused to let the train go. The 
guard flagged his green flag 
angrily and the engine-driver 
whistled in vain. 

Danced 

The crowd let off firecrackers, 
chanted and danced on the plat- 
form and refused to climb down 
from carriage roofs. 

Police resorted to mild baton 
charges to get the train moving 
again. 

Women, who lead sheltered 
lives in small, rural towns in Pak- 
istan, carried their babies to see 
Benazir. 

Standing at the open carriage 
door. Benazir urged the Crowd to 
mark the PPP electoral symbol, 
an arrow, on their polling papers. 

“Victory to Benazir/' the 
crowd sang. 

Peasants in the green sugar- 
cane and rice fields of Sind and 
Punjab broke ofT harvesting to 
wave. Women in the all-envelop- 
ing “burka” veil worn by strict 
Muslims joined the crowds. 

About 1 50 people travelled on 
the roof. They were undeterred 
when the mail switched From 
diesel to electric near the town of 
Multan. 

Two were killed by a low-hung 
cable bridge. But the deaths did 
not diminish the warmth of the 
welcome from an estimated 
30.000 people at Multan. 


Inside her air-conditioned 
carriage, there was little rest for 


Benazir as journalists seeking 
interviews joined the dozen 
bodyguards and aides travelling 
with her. 

The daughter of executed 
Prime Minister Zulfikar Ali 
Bhutto has been in delicate 
health since giving birth to her 
first child on Sept 21. Her son 
Bilawai stayed at home in Kara- 
chi with her husband Asif Zar- 
dari. 

After more than 24 hours the 
Khyber Mail reached the Punjab 
providai capital Lahore, 1,220 
km (760 miles) from Karachi. It 
was eight hours late, but more 
than 20,000 PPP supporters 
waited into the small hours to 
greet her. 

After a break of seven hours 
and more speeches, Benazir was 
off again fora second day's whis- 
tle-slopping. There were 1 1 more 
sLops. speeches and cheering 
crowds before she reached 
Rawalpindi, somewhat hoarse. 

Commitment 

Political analysts said the train 
campaigning, not used in Pakis- 
tan since 1964, bad underlined 
the continuing co mmitme nt of 
the PPP's supporters. Some 
cheerfully waited all night for a 
chance to hear her speak. 

“I am encouraged by your sup- 
port'* she told the crowds. “It is 
the flood of the people.” 

The anti-PPP alliance, Ben- 
azir's main rival in the polls, says 
its supporters will carry the day 
on Nov 16. 

Campaigning by this Islamic 
Democratic Alliance (IDA) has 
gathered steam in the last few 
days, its flag and electoral sym- 
bol of a bicycle are visible on cars, 
walls and lamp-posts, though 
not in such volume as the PPP 
party flag! 

Contest 

No reliable national opinion, 
polls have been published for 
next week's elections, the first to 
be contested for 1 1 years. But the 
election is widely seen as a 
straight contest between the PPP 
and the IDA. 

One limited poll conducted in 
Lahore and published on Tues- 
day had Benazir's party slightly 
trailing the anti-PPP alliance, 
but Benazir herself was most 
popular choice as prime minister. 

Whatever, the outcome, she 
has drawn crowds to her whis- 
tles top train tours. 

Some passengers, however, 
got fed up with the delays waiting 
for Benazir, and got off to com- 
plete their journeys by road. But 
pickpockets had a field day. 


Ecuador’s jails 
full of prisoners

QUITO. tRcutcr): Filthy and 
overcrowded. Ecuador's jails are 
crammed with people who have 
not been convicted of any crime, 
according to government and 
legal officials as well as human 
rights activists. 

Interior Minister Andres 
Vallejo told a recent news con- 
ference the situation was 
intolerable. 


He said the New Social 
Democratic government of 
President Rodrigo Borja, who 
Look office in August, would try 
to reduce the number of people in 
jail who have not been convicted. 

Deputy Interior Minister Luis 
Felix said in an interview that 70 
per cent of Ecuador's prisoners 
had been charged but not yet 
tried or sentenced. Many could 
not afford a lawyer, and all face a 
lengthy legal process, aggravated 

by a shortage of judges. 

Brutal 

Elsie Monge, head of the 
Ecumenical Commission on 
Human Rights (CEDHU). said 
prisoners endured intolerable 
conditions ranging from 
inadequate plumbing, to poor 
diets, to corrupt and’sometimes 
brutal guards. 

According to CEDHU. the 
main independent rights group 
in Ecuador, prisoners on average 
wailed two-and-a-hair years in 
jail before sentencing, and had 
no legal safeguards to ensure that 
they'd be released when they had 
served their lime. 

“Some people have no one to 
help them get out," said Monge. 
"Many limes they (friends and 
family) have to insist on their 
release.'* 

Monge cited a case of a man 


from Santo Domingo, a central 
market town, who languished in 
a Quito jail for three years before 
he was finally freed. He had been 
suspected of stealing a pig. 

Help 

Monge, who helps inmates 
awaiting trail get legal help, told 
Reuters that prisons stink from 
excrement and urine because 
bathroom facilities cannot serve 
such overcrowded jails. 

She said Garcia Moreno 
prison in Quito, built last century 
for 280, houses 1,200 prisoners 
now. Government and legal 
officials concur that conditions 
there are typical of the 30 jails 
across the country that house 
around 7.500 inmates. 


Monge said prisoners sit 
around their cells all day, with no 
recreation or occupational 
therapy facilities. 

Their paltry diets are heavy on 
carbohydrates and lacking more 
costly fruit and meat, she said, 
adding that prisoners depend 
heavjly on their visiting relatives 
lo bring them meals. 

Prisoners have rioted 
occasionally to protest about 
their conditions but little has 
changed. 


Funds 


Ivan Martinez, president of 
the Superior Court of Quito, said 
in an interview there were severe 
economic restraints on efforts to 
improve prison conditions and 
accelerate the judicial process. 

Martinez said the supreme 
court would request more funds 
from Congress in the 1989 bud- 
get to hire more judges and 
would seek legal reforms to speed 
up the process. But economic 
conditions made a rapid 
improvement unlikely. 


2,400 tons of toxic waste discovered 


War-torn Lebanon hit by chemical dumping

BEIRUT, Lebanon, (AP): 
Lebanon, ravaged for 1 3 years by 
civil war, is the latest Third 
World country hit by the dump- 
ing of chemical waste from Wes- 
tern Europe. 

At least 2,400 tons of chemical 
waste from Italy, which Leban- 
ese officials say was “toxic and 
dangerous,” were discovered last 
May in tbe mountains of 
Kesrouan province in the Chris- 
tian heartland about 20 miles(32 
kms)north of Beirut. An Italian 
official asserted that the material 
was not toxic. 

The discovery forced the can- 
cellation of another shipment of 
30,000 tons of Italian waste des- 
tined for Lebanon, justice minis- 
try sources reported. 

The affair is one of several that 
have recently surfaced 


in 


African, Middle Eastern and 
Latin American countries where 
Europe has unloaded its indus- 
trial waste. Distant countries can 
be attractive dumping grounds .! 
because of the high economic 
and political cost of toxic-waste 
disposal within Europe.

Lebanon’s leftist newspapers 
and radio stations accused the 
Lebanese Forces, the Christians’ 
main militia, of allowing the 
industrial waste to be brought 
into the country through a port 
they control in Beirut harbour. 
The Hawns said the militia was 
paid $10 million to dump the 
waste. 

But Caesar Nasr, head of the 
Lebanese Forces, Foreign Real- 
tions Department, said “waht 
happened was a stupid mistake 
which resulted from ignorance." 

The manifest of the Czech 
freighter Radhost which carried 


the waste to the Lebanese Force’s 
port, known as ibeFiflh Basin, in 

October last year listed the cargo 

as "chemical residue and agricul- 
tural products.” 

Nasr said the militia’s "cus- 
toms officers” at tbe Fifth Basin 
"didn’t have the scientific back- 
ground to realise the significance 
of industrial residue.” He 
blamed “unscrupulous Lebanese 
merchants" for bringing in tbe 
waste, and said the militia later 
moved the waste back to the 
Fifth Basin. 

Attilio Massimo lannucri, a 
first secretary at the Italian 
embassy in Beirut, said the 
dr ums contain solvents, paint 
and plastics products. 

Residue 

“It's very dirty becauseit’s the 
residue of chemical waste ... but 
it's not toxic, explosive or 
radioactive,” he said in an 
interview. 


However, Joseph Hashem, 
Lebanon's Health Minister at 
tbv timf the chemicals arrived, 
declared that the waste was 
"poisonous and harmful.” 

Italian authorities sent a 16- 
man team of specialists to 
Lebanon, who spent 50 days 
repacking the waste into 10,000 
new drums and 15 containers 
brought from Italy. 

A ship from Italy was due in 
Beirut Oct 20 to pick up the 
waste. Butlannucri said "it was 
delayed because the necessary 
formalities have not been com- 
pleted." 

lannucri said the chemicals 
were brought to Lebanon after 
the Jelly Wax Co. of Milan, a 
paraffin manufacturer that 
moved into the lucrative 
chemi cal waste disposal busi- 
ness, matte a deal with a Leban- 
ese company known as Adonis. 
Lebanese officials said Adonis 


was a “fictitious company, 
apparently a front for the import 
of the chemicals. 

lannucri said Adonis under- 
took to destroy the chemicals for 
a “huge sum of money" to be 
paid after disposal. 

Dump 

“Instead, they dumped it in 
Lebanon and presented an 
official document claiming it had 
been disposed of to get the 
money,” lannucci said. Tn e 
documents proved to be forged. 

Roger Haddad, director of 
mar i time operations with the 
Nassar Shipping Co., and four 
other Christian businessmen lin- 
ked to Adonis were arrested for 
importing toxic waste in the case 
and endangering lives. They were 
later released on bail. 

A warrant has also been issued 
in the affair for Armand Nassar, 
owner of the shipping company 
and a relative of Haddad. Nassar 


left Lebanon earlier this year. 

Toxic waste from Italy has tur- 
ned up in several countries and 
the Rome government, 
embarrassed by the scandals, has 
said it will ban toxic waste ship- 
ments to the Third World. 

Another ship carrying 9,000 
drums of toxic waste, which Jelly 
Wax had tried to send to 
Djibouti, Venezuela and Syria 
Iasi year, is in Genoa, unable to 
land its potentially deadly cargo 
because the Italians refuse to 
allow it ashore. 

The West German freighter 
Karin B, loaded with 2,100 tons 
of Italian waste originally dum- 
ped in Nigeria, has been wander- 
ing the Mediterranean and 
Atlantic since June seeking 
somewhere to land its carrodiug 
cargo. 

It has been refused entry to 10 
ports in Britian. France, Spam, 
West Germany — and Italy. 


Baker gets what he wants

WASHINGTON, (AP): Fred 
Barnes, an astute political 
analyst, calls James A. Baker 
“Mr Shmooze” and describes 
him in a recent profile in New 
Republic magazine as America's 
most overrated man. 

Barnes acknowledges that 
Baker was a capable White 
House chief of staff and a skillful 
campaign operative. “But, 7 * Bar- 
nes says in the liberal publica- 
tion, “he has mastered the cyn- 
ical trick of identifying himself 
with successes and disassociating 
himse lf from blunders.” 

Barnes cited Baker's timing in 
signing on as chief of George 
Bush's 1988 campaign just as it 
was about to surge and avoiding 
blame for a big tax increase and 
lack of success in trimming the 
trade deficit as treasury 
secretary. 

The appellation “Mr 
Shmooze” refers to the smooth 
Texan’s careful cultivation of 
reporters who nearly uniformly 
give him high marks for judg- 
ment Barnes thinks if Bush, who 
was managed by his friend 
Baker, had not dropped out of 
the 1980 Republican campaign 
he might have wrested the 
presidential nomination from 
Ronald. Reagan that year.

Baker, if 
confirmed by the Senate as the 
61st secretary of state, will have 
the advantage of extremely dose 
ties to the president.

That at 
least is the public posture. 

But Jackson also said the new

Success of religious parties 
stuns majority of Israelis

TEL AVIV, (Reuter): When 
Israelis voted in last week’s gen- 
eral election few expected that 
their future might hinge on two 
elderly rabbis, the younger of 
whom is 86 and has never set foot 
in Israel. 

During the campaign many 
Israelis sneered in disbelief when 
religious leaders, some dressed 
like oriental potentates, dispen- 
sed mumbled blessings or curses 
on television to gajn votes for 
ultra-orthodox Jewish religious 
parties. 

The laughing stopped when 1 8 
out of 120 Knesset (parliament) 
seats went to religious factions, 
50 per cent more than previously. 

In the three of the four 
religious parties decisions are 
taken by elderly spiritual men- 
tors who shun everyday politics 
but are regularly consulted by 
party members of parliament. 

Backing 

As a result Israel's next gov- 
ernment may depend on which 
major party gets the backing of 
rabbi Eliezer Schach, 92, or his 
rival, rabbi Menachem Schneer- 
son, 86, respective mentors of the 
Degel Hatorah and Agudat 
Yisrael parties. 

Scbneerson. head of the 
Lubavitch Hassidic sect, lives in 
Brooklyn. New York, and has 
never set foot in Israel. 

His supporters rile complex 
Biblical reasons for his refusal to 
come lo the holy land . Critics say 
he opposes the existenceofa Jew- 
ish state before the coming of the 
messiah. 

“It’s theend of Zionism,” said 
Chaim Margalit, a veteran Kib- 
butz (collective settlement) mem- 
ber, stunned like most of the 
country’s secular majority by the 


election results. 

An opinion poll showed 60 per 
cent of Israelis were worried at 
tbe strengthening of the religious 
groups, rearing they would try to 
impose theij: stern precepts on 
the country at large. 

Women's groups picketed 
President Chaim Herzog’s office, 
fearful that their rights might be 
curbed under pressure from 
bearded, black-coated fun- 
damentalists. 

Neither the left-wing Labour 
Party nor right-wing Likud, 
which got the most votes, won a 
Knesset majority in the Nov 1 
election, even with the support of 
allied smaller parties. 

The two main blocs emerged 
roughly equal and both major 
parties are bargaining with 
religious groups to form a 
cabinet Experts believe Likud 
has the better chance. 

The religious parties' 18 seats, 
won thanks lo unprecedented 
mobilisation of followers, many 
of whom had never voted before, 
have given the religious lobby 
formidable bargaining strength 
as the main power brokers in the 
new parliament 
Ban 

They are expected to press for 
a ban on public travel and enter- 
tainment on the Sabbath and 
strict adherence to orthodox 
religious codes on births, 
marraiges and divorce. 

“The rabbis are veritable cult 
leaders who deride who their 
followers shall marry and where 
they shall reside. In Israel they 
live in separate enclaves, 18th 
century societies totally divorced 
from the country's mainstream,” 
says Tel Aviv university history 
professor Eli Barnavi. 

Sociology professor Peter 
Medding of occupied 
Jerusalem's Hebrew University 


believes secularists are over-reac- 
ting and says it is unlikely the 
ultra-orthodox will seek to 
change tbe face of Israeli society. 
“They realise how far they can 
go,” he said. 

But Adi Tal, a recently retired 
woman Air Force major, was not 
convinced. “They will try salami 
tactics: piece by piece. When they 
try to touch my personal 
freedoms. Til go down to the 
streets to demonstrate," she said. 


Anglo-Irish agreement fails to 
break the cycle of murders

DUBLIN, (Reuter): Almost 200 
people have died violently in 
Northern Ireland since Britain 
and Ireland signed an accord 
three years ago that sought to 
break the cycle of murders in the 
British province. 

The Dublin and London 
governments tried to solve one of 
history’s most complicated equa- 
tions — one million Protestants 
swearing undying loyalty to 
Britain and 500,000 Catholics 
avowing Irish nationalism. 

The accord, aimed at isolating 
Irish Republican Army (IRA)

guerrillas who are battling to 
oust Britain from the north, 
involved Dublin for the first time 
in the daily running of the north 
in everything from cross-border 
security to law reforms.

Conflict 

In one of the 20th century’s 
longest-running guerrilla con- 
flicts, British Prime Minister 
Margaret Thatcher rates defeat 
for the IRA as a top priority. 

Thatcher, who narrowly 
escaped death when an IRA 
bomb killed five people at a Brit- 
ish Conservative Party con- 
ference is 1984, says of the IRA:

It has pushed — so far unsuc- 
cessfully — for the abolition of 
the north’s one-judge, no-jury 
courts. 

Lenihan argued that Dublin 
has an ideal model — the anti- 
terrorist special criminal court 
which was set up in 197] with a 
panel of three judges and no jury. 
“In our experience, the system 
has worked very well," he said. 

Britain and Ireland are often 
locked in legal combat over 
extradition cases and Le nihan is 
now pushing for both sides to 
make more use of a 1976 act 
which allows people accused of 
crimes in either jurisdiction to be 
tried in the jurisdiction where 
they are arrested. 

Lenihan said: “It's a question 
of getting across tire fact that 
extradition and the 1976 act can 
travel together in parallel or in 
tandem.”

But Howe was more cautious, 
saytng: “It is not a substitute for 
Jrtradition.

Bad posture is another big 
cause of the problem as slouch- 
ing can congest the lower part 
of the body and cause erratic 
circulation. 

A job that keeps you stand- 
ing for hours orcrouched over a 
typewriter has the same effect 
as bad posture. Both of these 
are liable to cause the buttock 
and thigh muscles to become 
weak, flabby and prone to 
cellulite, if you do not take 
regular exercise. And exercise 
not only tones up the muscles, it 
improves the breathing, 
another of the natural ways the 
body has of eliminating waste. 

Breathing deeply ' and 
properly and filling the lungs is 
not difficult, it just requires a 
little more 'effort than usual. 
And it does clear the system of 
substances ' that, can cause 
"internal pollution” 

Stress 

Stress is another factor con- 
tributing to cellulite. A woman 
who is very tense can unkn- 
owingly put her system into a 
spasm. On the outside the fore- 
h&d is wrinkled, the posture 
tense and there is the feeling of a 
headache coming on. 

The picture on the inside is 
ghnilar , with everything tight- 
ened up and circulation restric- 
ted. Glands cannot, function 
properly when there are restric- 
tions. 

Changing diet and exercise 
habits makes a big difference to 
the cellulite problem, but there 
are other measures that can 
speed up the process: massage, 
hydro therapy, saunas and 
creams’. 

Massage should be done by a 
professional to be really effec- 
tive as only a real professional 
knows how to break down 
those pockets of fat and allow 
the waste matters to escape and 
be eliminated. But self-massage 


can cause more problems than 
it cures: bruising, broken veins, 
and it can inflame the tissue and 
make the cell ulite problem even 
worse. A beauty therapist or 
physiotherapist trained in 
corrective tissue massage is the 
best answer. 

Hydrotherapy can bedone at 
home if you have a shower with 
a good strong jet of water. All 
you have to do is shower your- 
self in the normal way, but fin- 
ish by turning the taps up full, 
keeping the water at a warm 
temperature, and direct the jet 
at the problem areas, moving it 


up and down rhythmically. 
Keep this up for five minutes on 
each side of the body every rime 


you shower. 

A sauna is another good way 
of clearing out the system, 
though it does not induce 
weight-loss as many people 
believe. -By gradually heating 
the body until it is perspiring 
freely, plunging into a cold 
shower, and then back into the 
heat — alternating hot and cold 
about three rimes — eliminates 
much waste through the pores. 
People weigh less after a sauna 
because of all the moisture Iosl 
but this is replaced quickly with 
the first drink. The difference is 
that the water lost contained 
pollutants and should be 
replaced with fresh, clear water. 

A weekly sauna is a great 
addition to any anri-cellulite 
programme. Wear nothing, if 
possible, so that the maximum 
amount of skin is exposed, but 
avoid a sauna if you are feeling 
in any way ill or if you are over- 
tired. 

People wbo suffer from any 
heart ' disorder or breathing 
problem should consult a doc- 
tor before trying a sauna. 

Creams for the treatment of 
cellulite work in two ways. 
They contain enzymes which 
dissolve the gel-like mixture of

Jackie: writing her own happy ending 


A quarter-century after her husband John F . Ken- 
nedy was assassinated, and a dozen years after she. 
was widowed once again, Jackie Kennedy Onassis 
has settled into a life-style of quiet elegance and 
privacy.

NEW YORK, (AP): In fairy 
tales, the beautiful princess 
marries the handsome prince 
and they live happily ever after. 
But Jacqueline Bouvier Ken- 
nedy Onassis* fairy tale short- 
circuited on a warm day in 
Dallas when her pink suit was 
splattered with her prince's 
blood. In the ensuing 25 years, 
she has had to write her own 
happy ending. 

The plot twists she has 
chosen have not been popular 
with the adorning multitudes 
who would have preferred that 
she remain the national widow. 
Her 1968 marriage to Greek 
shipping tycoon Aristotle 
Onassis engendered outrage, 
and her penchant for privacy 
has bred some resentment. 

But once a year, she kneels 
alone at Arlington National 
Cemetery. And once again she 
becomes the stoic, black-veiled 


widow who stood at that spotin 
November 1963 to bury her 
husband. President John F. 
Kennedy. 

“One must not let oneself be 
overwhelmed by sadness," she 
once said. 

It is important to remember 
what Jackie Kennedy was to 
America and to the world. She 
was the glamorous, whispery- 
voiced brunette whose 
appearance caused as much 
commotion as her husband's — t 
so much so that be laughingly 
introduced himself as Jackie's 
escort. 

She was the fashion plate 
whose designer dresses, pillbox 
hats and white gloves spurred 
the fashion industry as much as 
her hatless husband wounded 
the fedora trade. 

“We are on the threshold of a 
new American elegance thanks 
to Mrs Kennedy's beauty, 
naturalness, understatement, 
exposure and symbolism,'' said

Oleg Cassini, her official desig- 
ner. 

She was the young hostess of 
a televised tour of the White 
House, the graduate of Miss 
Porter's School and vassar who 
said her prime responsibility 
was to “ take care of the 
president so he can best serve 
the people." She was 36 years 
old when JFK died, a striking 
contrast to her matronly 

Iviamie Eisenhower. 

Most of all, she was Mistress 
of Camelot 

Foundered 

She forfeited that title when 
she married Onassis, the aging 
Greek who seemed the antith- 
esis of the elegant Kennedy. 
Many said she was a golddig- 
ger; she never explained the 
marriage publicly, never res- 
ponded to such headlines as 
“Jackie: how could you?" 

“She, by surviving and being 
with him (JFK) when he died, 
so dramatically, became a 
legend in her own lifetime,” 
said a friend, Paul Mathias. 
“And she cannot live up to it

because no human being 
could.” 

The marriage foundered 
quickly, and Ari and Jackie 
lived separate lives. When he 
died in 1975, he left her 
SI 20,000 in his will; she won a 
S26 milli on settlement from the 
Onassis family. 

At the same time, stories 
about JFK's escapades while 
he was president began to 
spread — stories about alleged 
liaisons with Marilyn Monroe 
and the mistress of mobster 
Sam Giancan a. A nd others 
suggested that JFK's most last- 
ing legacy was the war in Viet- 
nam. 

Camelot wasn’t what it used 
to be. 

With her millions, Jackie 
Onassis could have done 
absolutely nothing, enjoying 
her 1 4-room apartment in New 
York, her estate in Bernards vi- 
Ile, New Jersey, and the ocean- 
front compound on Martha's 
Vineyard while raising her two 
children, Caroline and John Jr. 

Instead, she entered the job 
force in 1978 as an editor, for 
Doubleday and Co. She works 


there 3-1/2 days a week — 
producing ideas and acquiring 
books from authors and 
agents, then guiding the writing 
of manuscripts. 

Her primary publishing 
interests are art and entertain- 
ment, never politics. Her best- 
sellers have included Michael 
Jackson’s autobiography 
Moonwaflt and ballerina Gd- 
sey Kirkland's Dancing on my 
Grave. 

“I think people who work 
' themselves nave respect for the 
work of others,” she has said. 

Her salary, reportedly 
S40.000 - 50,000 a year, is a 
pittance of her net worth — 
estimated at around 550 * 
million, pins 5200,000 a year 
from a trust fund bequeathed 
by Kennedy. 

She has made some public 
appearances in recent years. 
She has supported efforts to 
save city landmarks like Grand 
Central Terminal, attending 
news conferences but saying lit- 
tle and slipping out through 
freight entrances. 

On her infrequent appearan- 
ces at social galas, she often 
dons the designs of Carolina 
Herera. Her date is usually 
longtime friend Maurice Texn- 
peuman, 58, a Belgian-born 
diamond dealer and inter- 
national businessman. 

On autumn weekends, Mrs 
Onassis sometimes rides with 
the Essex hunt club, near her 
BernardsviDe estate. She often 
is among the spectators at the 
annual steeplechase in nearby 
Peapack; she does not mingle 
with the locals. 

She has been seen sailing and 
waterskiing off Martha’s Vin- 
eyard with Tempelsman, but 
often eludes the public eye 
camouflaged in a scarf and sun- 
glasses. Her island house is at 
the rad of a 2,000-foot (610- 
metie) driveway. 

The signs out front say “No 


Mrs Onassis' battles with 
paparazzi are legendary. She 
repeatedly went to court to 
thwart the attentions of 
photographer Ron Galella, 
first obtaining a court order 
barring Galella from coming 
within 30 feet (9 metre) ofher or 
her children, then going to

court to enforce that order. 

She declines all interviews, 
according to her spokes- 
woman, Nancy Tuckerman. 
She would not speak on the 
20th anniversary of the assas- 
sination; she will not speak on 
the quarter-century anniver- 
sary. 

But occasionally. New York- 
ers catch glimpses. One news- 
paper recently showed Jackie, a 
still youthftU-looking grand- 
mother, crossing a street while 


engrossed in a book, oblivious 
to the photographer. Even 
celebrity-immune New York- 
ers stare when they spot her 
jogging in Central Park or 
shopping on Madison Avenue. 

“You have two compart- 
. mrats. Your private and your 
public life," she once explained. 
“I think I'm more of a private 
person. I don't really like to call 
attention to anything." 

Twenty-five years after the 
assassination, after Jackie's fall 


from grace with a Greek, after 
revelations about the Kennedy 
era and after her determined 
efforts to maintain her privacy, 
a poll asked Americans to list 
their most admired first ladies. 

First was Eleanor Roosevelt, 
the most active of all 
president's wives. Second was 
Nancy Reagan, whose anti- 
drug campaign was the stuff of 
current headlines. 

And thud was Jacqueline 
Bouvier Kennedy Onassis.

More jobs for Filipinos in Iraq

OFFICIALS of the Iraqi govern- 
ment are optimistic about expan- 
ded ties between Iraq and the 
Philippines, including more jobs 
for Filipinos once Iraq’s recon- 
struction programme is laun- 
ched, Labour Secretary Franklin 
M. Drilon reported recently. 

In a telex message to the 
Department of Labour and' 
Employment (DOLE) from 
Baghdad, Drilon said Iraqi 
officials spoke of improved trade 
and other relationships between 
the two countries in separate 
talks with the Philippine delega- 
tion who called on them in the 
course of a two-day good-will 
mission. 

Drilon delivered a personal 
letter from President Aquino to 
Iraqi President Saddam Hussein 
through First Deputy Prime 


Minister Taha Yassin Ramad- 
han, who is among Iraqi officials 
who see great promise in the rela- 
tions between the two countries. 

He said the Iraqi officials 
include Labour and Social 
Affairs Minister Bakir RasouL 

Rasoul, Drilon said, hopes 
that the Philipines will be able to 
participate in the reconstruction 
programme now that its war with 
Iran is over. There were about 
35,000 Filipino workers 
employed in various projects in 
Iraq before the war, Drilon said. 

Rasoul told Drilon that des- 
pite the war, quite a number of 
Filipino workers remained in 
Iraq and continued to contribute 
to its development He said the 
presence of those workers helped 
cement the relations between the 
two countries, . 

Drilon, who was accompanied 
by Ambassador Akmad Sakkam 
during the courtesy calls he made 


on various officials in Iraq, said 
the Philippines also looked for- 
ward to participating in Iraqi 
development 

In her message to President 
Hussein, President Aquino than- 
ked Iraq for the “understanding 
that your government has man- 
ifested during the last Islamic 
foreign ministers' conference in 
Amman, Jordan, with respect to 
our domestic problem in South- 
ern Philippines involving our 
Filipino Muslim communities.”

“I have ■ consistently regarded 
the situation of our Muslim 
brothers in Southern Philippines 
with a keen desire to speed us 
their socio-economic and cul-

‘Filipina’ 
causes 
tempest 
in teapot 

■ MANILA. Nov 12, (AP): 
President Corazon Aquino and 
others are up in arms here over a 
rumoured entry in the latest 
Oxford unabridged dictionary 
defining “Fflipina” as “a domes- 
tic.” But publishers say no such 
entry exists. 

The uproar began yesterday 
when a Filipino businessmen’s 
association adopted a resolution 
at their annual convention 
protesting the alleged new defini- 
tion for “Filipina," which nor- 
mally refers to Filipino females. 

Offended 

‘Mis Aquino also told repor- 
ters she also felt offended that 
publishers of the prestigious dic- 
tionary would include such a 
“demeaning term" for Filipino 
womanhood. 

“I strongly object to that and 
we will ask the Department of 
Foreign Affairs to make known 
our objection to the definition of 
'Filipina',” she said. 

“We also respect these domes- 
tics, but ... ‘Fflipina’ embraces all 
of us women in the Philippines. 
So I think a more accurate defini- 
tion is definitely called for," she 
said. 

Jejomar Binay, mayor of the 
Manila suburb of Makati, told 
the Manila Times newspaper 
that he would ban the sale of 
Oxford dictionaries in Makati 
bookstores' and order municipal 
government offices not to pur- 
chase them. 

Gabriela. a feminist group, 
said it also was preparing formal 
protests to be lodged with the 
united Nations Commission on 
Women and other international 
women’s rights group.

But in London, officials at the 
Oxford University Press said 
they could find no such defini- 
tion for Fflipina in any of then- 
dictionaries. 

There was no explanation 
from the business groups or 
other critics here about where 
they heard of the rumoured 
entry.

Unemployment 
on the rise again 


MANILA — The nation's bleak 
employment situation which 
showed signs of improvement at 
the sty of th e year again took a 
more dismal h ue a t the end of fluT 
first semester, according to the 
National Statistics Office. 

Baring results of its latest 
survey, NCO reports a national 
unemployment rale of 13.4 per 
cent compared to 9. 1 per cent last 
January butamitelower than the 
’ 14.2 per cent recorded after the 
first six months of 1987. 

In terms of persons, today’s 
jobless count at 3.274 million as 
against the 2,080 of January or 
an addition of 1.1 94 million to its 
ranks. 

Those with jobs increased by 
329,000 or from 20.827 million to 
21.156 million, NCO adds. 

The additions to ranks of both 
the employed and jobless are 


cent; Cagayan Valley, 8.9 per 
cent, and Eastern Visayas, 9.2 
percent. 

Exception of the four areas 
~7rbm the' double-digit unem- 
ployment rate saddling the rest of 
the regions indicates a local econ- 
omic pickup and progress of 
government efforts at generating 
job opportunities, NCO sug- 
gests. 

The survey classifies the 
employed as follows; 9.344 
million as wage and salary work- 
ers, 7.960 million as own account 
workers, and 3.854 million as 
unpaid family workers. 

Own account workers are 
those engaged in small and 
medium scale business enterpr- 
ises including retail vending and 
operating repair shops while 
unpaid family workers are those 
mostly in fanning their own

explained by NCO as due to the' 
national labour force increasing 
to 24.430 million from January's 
22.907 million. Making up the 
labour force are citizens 15 years 
and above.

They are Metro Manila with a 
21.6 percent rate, highest in the 
entire country; Central Luzon, 

1 9. 1 per cent; Southern Tagalog, 

1 5 per cent, and Western 
Visayas, 14.1 percent. 

Metro Manila, Southern 
Tagalog and Centra! Luzon are 
the three top densely populated 
regions of the nation, while Wes- 
tern Visayas is still to recover 
from collapse of its economic 
mainstay — the sugar industry. 

On the bright side, NCO iden- 
tifies three regions and a 
subregion which are enjoying 
single-digit unemployment rates 
— Central Visayas, 73 per cent; 
Cordillera subregion, 7.8 per 


plots. 

The agriculture sector contin- 
ues to be the main job source of 
majority of those employed. 
NCO places 46.6 per cent of the 
total employed m agriculture 
followed by those in production, 
transport and plain labourers 
who comprise 2 1 . 1 per cent. 

Majority fo the unemployed 
are young, belonging to the 15- 
24-years-old bracket, according 
to NCO which also divides the 
3.274 million jobless into 1.775 
million males and 1.499 million 
females. 

In the case of the 21.156 
million employed, the males 
predominate at 13.577 million 
with only 7.579 million females. 

NCO adds that employed 
rural-based workers numbered 
13.667 million while their urban 
counterparts at 7.489 million. 
Most of the jobless at 1.654 
million are in the rural areas 
while those in the cities counted 
at 1.620 million.

600 mail items 
pilfered daily 


MAIL pilferage will remain a big 
headache for the Bureau ofPosts 
unless problems of low salaries 
and lack of personnel are solved, 
former Postmaster General 
Angelico Banayo said in an 
interview recently. 

He confirmed the fears of 
National Bureau of Investiga- 
tion officials that an average of 
600 mail matters are being pil- 
fered daily. 

Banayo pointed out that alth- 
ough the Bureau of Posts' had 
registered an income 
improvement of about 25 per 
cent, reaching the P8S9 million 
mark in 1 987, there was no corre- 
sponding increase in personnel 
and salaries. 

* He said rank-and-file postal 
employees get an average of 
PI, 500 monthly, “very much 


lower than those of their counter- 
parts in other developing and 
developed countries.” 

Banayo also noted that given 
the daily volume of mail matters 
(2 million} bong handled daily, 
postal workers are overworked. 

“More mailmen and mail sor- 
ters are needed to adequately 
cope with the number of mails 
the postal system has to work on 
daily,” he said. 

He also suggested the “beefing 
up” of the bureau's legal depart- 
ment, “considering time the post 
office is not immune to legal suits 
arising from cases of tampered 
mails.” 

Postmaster General Tagum- 
pay Jardiniano recently announ- 
ced a government plan to trans- 
form the Bureau ofPosts into a 
government corporation. 


Marcos 
lashes 
out at 
media 

OUSTED Philippine President 
Ferdinand Marcos accused the 
media of ignoring evidence and 
depriving him of a fair trial on 
racketeering charges. 

They have “declared President 
Marcos guilty of several crimes 
against them," he said in a 
statement issued through an 
aide. 

“Whatever happened' to the 
time-honoured maxim that 
anyone is presumed innocent 
unless proven otherwise?' 

Marcos has refused to speak to 
the press since he and his wife, 
toema were indicted on Oct 2 1 in 
New York. 

Before the indictments, Mar- 
cos often was accessible to the 
media, even inviting reporters 
and televisions crews into his

home to hear him refute various 
allegations. 

Defence lawyers advised him 
not to talk after the indictments 
were handed down, and he issued 
only a brief statement declaring 
he would be vindicated. 

Marcos said the US General 
Accounting Office in 1986 
cleared him of accusations that 
he plundered his country or that 
he illegally used US military or 
himianilatian aid for his Own 
benefit. Before he was ousted, the* 
Philippine Congress investigated 
the same allegations and 
declared him “innocent," he 


said. 

Defence lawyers claimed the 
7 1 -year-old Marcos was too frail 
to make the 10-hour trip to New 
York to plead innocent and his 
arraignment was postponed pen- 
ding a report from a US govern- 
ment physician who examined 
Him on Monday. 

However, Mrs Marcos, 59, 
pleaded innocent in Manhattan 
last Monday. Hundreds of jour- 
nalists crowded arc and as she 
made her way into the Federal 
court, apparently oblivious to 
the insults of protesters. An aide 
said that Marcos was upset by his 
/ wife's treatment. 


Imelda’s contribation to dictionary - 

Call me ‘imeldific’ 


NEW YORK.: The Philip- 
pines’ former First Lady, Mis 
Imelda Marcos, has coined a 
word — “imeldific" which she 
hopes to be included in the dic- 
tionary one day to mean “osten- 
tatious extravagance.” 

“1 was a beauty-contest win- 
ner. I became first lady. Every- 
thing about me is ostentatious," 
she told die New York Post in an 
interview. 

“I was born ostentatious. 
They will list my name in the 
dictionary someday. They will 
use 'imeldific' to mean osten- 
tatious extravagance.” 

Mrs Marcos was asked if she 
thought she looked ostentatious 
when she wore to a New York 
court a regal, full length gown 
with traditional Philippine but- 
terfly sleeves. She was haled to 
court for arraignment on a rack- 
eteering charge where she, hus- 
band Fer dinan d strongman; and. 
several others, had been indicted. 

She told the newspaper she 
wore the dress “to send the world 
a message that I am a patriot and 
proud to be a Filipino, that I hold 


my head high even at this 
moment of trim” 

“This is a no-lose case,” Mrs 
Marcos told the Post of her case. 
“But if I do not win, I do not 
believe I will be sentenced to 
.years in jail in America. I will be 
sent home to be jailed in the 

She said h«^husband “was 
flabbergasted by the S5-million 
bail” recommended for her prov- 
isional liberty by Judge John 
Keenan. “I told hnn (Ferdinand) 
when 1 came back from court 
-Am I not enough bail? Zs not my 
presence enough? It's like the 
government told us, ‘Commit 
suicide or we'll kill. you’.” 

She also complained bitterly 
about the treatment her family 
has received since arriving in 
Hawaii in 1986, saying the 
phones at their home are tapped 
and “we are suffering continual 
vigilance.” 

“Life for the president and me 
is worse than the Gulag of Solz- 
henitsyn,” she said. “Our 
beautifiil Hawaiian isle is for us 
worse than Alcatraz.”

THERE are 10 questions that 
some intelligent Filipinos asked

Hist, Assuming that Marcos 
was brought to the United States 
by the US government as 
“guest,” although with some 
persuasion, to avoid bloodshed 
during the EDSA “revolution" 
on February 25, 1986, as a for- 
mer Chief-of-State of another 
country, the Phihppines, with 
assurance of safety, is it fair to 
now indict him for crimes of 
which he was not then charged, 
and would this not constitute 
mi srep r es e n tation to arrest him?

S400 million, not S4 billion). 

Second. Had Marcos been 
able to suppress that revolution 
and retained his political power, 
would the US government have 
brought him to Americafor trial?

inviting Marcos to the United 
Stales as “guest,” for ho could 
not have been arrested by the 
Americans to be brought there, 
would be illegal since there is no 
extradition treaty between the 
US and the Philippines. Would 
not, therefore, indicting Marcos 
in the US not constitute a viola- 
tion of the Philippine con- 
stitutional right of a Filipino 
citizen? 

Fifth. Granting that the 
United States and Switzerland 
have a treaty allowing the US to 
obtain data of money deposits in 
Swiss banks, which money was 
gotten fraudulently from the US,

In the meeting, the coalition 
will ask Sulpicio Lines to , 
produce the ship's captain, Capt. 
Hidoro Salgado who Is, based on 
some survivors' accounts, alive 
and in hiding. 


Mila Lopez, coalition chair- 
person and spokeswoman said: 

“Captain Salgado has to ans- 
wer so many questions from 
survivors as well as relatives of 
the Dona Marilyn sea tragedy. 
For example, they would want to 
know why he allowed the ship to 
proceed in spite of the coming 
typhoon instead of anchoring in 
one of the small isle near Mas- 
bate." 

Revealed 

She also revealed that Sui- 
pid o . through its spokesman and 
vice-president, Vicente Gam- 
bito, las confirmed the issuance 
of P50.000 individual insurance 
for each passenger of Dona 
Marilyn. 

Lopez said that the survivors 
have hinted that they would 


demand another P50.000 each 
for both the dead passengers and 
the survivors for the trauma they 
suffered at sea in the bands of sea 
pirates, sharks and the waves. 

“This does not include a multi- 
million peso damage suit that 
another group of survivors is fil- 
ing against Sulpicio,” Lopez 
said. 

Some relatives of survivors 
who did not want their names 
mentioned told Tonight- “We 
are also contemplating the filing 
of a similar charge against the 
Philippine Coast Guard for gross

Lopez said the survivors 
intend to pin down the ship’s 
captain. “Actually, according to

Lloyd’s of London 
stiffens 
membership 
requirements 

LONDON, Nov 12, (AP): 
Lloyd's of London on Friday set 
new financial requirements, 
including suffer deposit stan- 
dards, for its members in an 
attempt to strengthen the 
security of policies written at the 
insurance exchange. 

Lloyd’s said the new 
requirements, to go into effect in 
1990, will for the first time raise 
the deposit level required of the 
exchange's British members to 
the same level required of its 
foreign members. 

They also raise to £250.000 

(5450.000) from £100,000 

(5 1 80.000) the minim urn amount 
of readily relizabie financial 
assets a party must have to be 
eligible for membership. 

Rules 

Under the new rules, approved 
on Friday by the rulingcounci! of 
Lloyd's, new members and those 
already having declared finan- 
cial resources of £250,000 
($450,000) or more will need to 
deposit funds with the exchange 
equal to 30 per cent of their 
“premium limit." Previously, the 
deposit was 20 per cent for Brit- 
ish concerns and 28 per cent for 
foreign members. 

A premium limit is the max- 
imum amount of premium mem- 
bers are entitled to claim in 
insurance policies syndicated at 
Lloyd's. 

The limit usually is equal to 
about 1.5 times a member's 
declared financial resources. 

Members with declared 
resources of between £100,000 
($180,000) and £250,000 
($450,000) will be required to 
deposit 40 per cent of their 
premium limit, up from 20 per 
cent for British members ana 28 
percent for foreigners. 


Top people get 
their cars too 
cheap, complains 
Soviet worker 

MOSCOW, Nov 12, (Reuter): 
Top people in the Soviet Union 
get their favourite cars on the 
cheap, a worker at the Gorky 
factory which makes the sleek 
black Chaika limousine com- 


In an outburst of proletarian 
angerat official privilege, fitter S. 
Barabashin said production 
costs of each of the 1 50 Chaikas 
the Volga River factory assem- 
bles a year were 34,000 roubles or 
$54,400. 

But they were sold — largely to 
ministries. Communist Party 
and state organisations — at an 
official price of only 28,000 rou- 
bles ($44,800), Barabashin said 
in an article m the daily Socialist 
Industry. 

“Asa result, our factory which 
is supposed to be self-financing 
loses one million roubles ($1.6 
million) a year, which we have to 
pay out of our pockets," he 
added. 

“This has been going on for 
decades. Earlier, we kept quiet 
about it, but we can’t any longer. 
We have to count every kopek, 
but at the same time the plant is 
throwing a million roubles into 
the wind every year. Where is the 
justice?”

Wall Street retreats after Bush victory 


NEW YORK, Nov 12, (Agen- 
cies): Wall Street wanted it, 
expected it and got it. But when a 
George Bush victory finally 
arrived, there was no celebra- 
tion. 

instead, investors sighed, then 
retreated. Yesterday, the market 
dropped nearly 50 points. 

When all was said and done, 
the market acted more relieved 
that Michael Dukakis did not 
win. than pleased that George 
Bush did in Tuesday’s presiden- 
tial election. 

“i don’t think anyone really 
wanted Bush; he was the lesserof 
two evils," asserted John Bur- 
nett, senior vice /president at 
Donaldson, Lufkin and Jenrette 
Securities Corp. 

“I don’t know how to describe 
Wall Street’s altitude.’' said 
Thomas Walsh, head of equity 
trading for Nikko Securities Co. 
International Inc. “You heard 
more ‘I’m glad Dukakis didn't 
win’ than ‘I'm glad Bush woo." 

Relief 

“(The market’s reaction) was 
relief that Dukakis did not wi n," 
added Michael Metz, vice- 
president for Oppenheimer and 
Co. 

Analysts said investors felt lit- 
tle like celebrating as they awoke 


to post-election reality and the 
same problems that had troubled 
the market in the period leading 
up to the vote — interest rates, 
the dollar and the budget and 
trade deficits. 

Investors feared Dukakis 
would be a free-spending liberal 
— boosting social programmes 
and cutting defense spending — 
but wouldn’t have reduced the 
federal budget deficit. They also 
feared the Democrat would let 
the dollar decline and fellow 
protectionist trade polides. 
investors 

With the election over, the 
most immediate question was 
whether the Federal Reserve 
would move to raise interest 
rates. 

Next was how Bush — the 
Republican who served as Ron- 
ald Reagan’s vice-president for 
eight years — would reduce the 
massi ve federal budget deifidt. 
Many analysts feared Bush had 
backed himself into a corner by 
vowing not to raise taxes. 

Then there was the question of 
the deteriorating dollar and-how 
foreign investors would react 
The currency got a downward 
shove early in the week from 
Bush adviser and Harvard econ- 
omist Martin Feldstdn, who 


suggested that a lower dollar 
would do more to extend the 
economic recovery and help the 
US trade de fid L The weak dollar 
1 down bonds and stocks, 
ided to those concerns was . 
the newest question mark: 
Would Bush be able to work with 
Congress to solve all those 
problems? 

And intruding on an already 
nervous market were fears that 
Congress might move to put the 
breaks on leveraged buyouts. 
Those concerns emerged when 
Senate Republican leader Bob 
Dole suggested at midweek that 
the deductibility of interest rates 
used for buyouts be eliminated. 

Confidence 

With little to soothe their shat- 
tered confidence, investors fled 
to the sidelines to sort out the 
prospects for the future. 

This post-election paralysis 
was reflected in a sharp decline in 
trading activity. Volume on the 
Big Board average 138.62 million 
shares a day, down from 150.50 
million the week before. 

Yesterday, the Dow Jones, 
average of 30 industrials suffered 
its worst one-day loss in nearly 
seven months, falling 47.66 
points to 2,067.03. The last big- 
ger loss was 101.46 points on 


April 14. 

The Dow industrial average’s 
78.77-point loss for the full week 
was the biggest from Aug 8 to 12, 
when the blue-chip indicator 
dropped 8 1 .61 points. 

The New York Stock 
Exchange composite index lost 
4.46 over the week to end at 
1 5 1 .24; the NASDAQ composite 
index for the over-the-counter 
market lost 7.26 to end the week 
at 373.76; and the American 
Stock Exchange market value 
index was down 6.04 at 291 .48. 

Failure 

Analysts said the market’s 
failure to respond to the Bush 
victory was in itself a message to 
the president-elect. 

“OK, George, what do you 
have up your sleeve? that’s what 
people want to know,’* Walsh 
said. 

For the near-term, analysts 
say investors need answers. Tliey 
say Bush needs to move quickly 
to eliminate the uncertainty that 
has pervaded Wall Street in the 
aftermath of his victory. 

“The way he conducts himself 
and what he says between now 
and inauguration about bow he's 
going to deal with the deficit and 
other concerns will make a dif- 
ferent in the market,” Burnett 


said. 

Meanwhile, Commerce 
Secretary Wiliam Verity said 
yesterday the dollar had returned 
to a fair level in line with an 
agreement reached last June at 
an economic summit in Toronto. 

The seven major industrial 
democracies agreed that a fall or 
rise in the dollar from present 
levels would destabilise the move 
toward improving global trade 
balances. 

Value 

Verity told a US Chamber of 
Commerce televised trade dis- 
cussion between Washington 
and Frankfurt that the dollar 
had fluctuated since the summit 
but now “it is a fair value for all 
seven nations. ’’ 

A strong dollar makes US 
exports costly and imports cheap 
and has been a major factor in the 
record US trade deficit of $152 
billion amassed in 1987. West 
Germany and Japan have run up 
major trade surpluses with the 
United States. 

The dollar is now worth about 
1 .74 German marks, the same as 
last June, although it has risen 
and fallen since then. The dollar 
is worth about 123 Japanese yen 
compared with about 125 last 
June. 


President-elect may adopt Reagan’s trade policy 


Bush to face bigger budget headache 


WASHINGTON, Nov 12. 
(Agencies): President-elect 

George Bush has been given the 
glum news that the US budget 
deficit in the next fiscal year will 
be $21 billion higher than Ron-' 
aid Reagan’s administration had 
previously estimated. 

That information means that 
Bush will be facingan even bigger 
budget headache when he takes 
office on Jan 20. 

The new deficit estimate was 
presented to Bush and Reagan 
during a cabinet briefing yester- 
day on the administration’s final 
budget submission to Congress. 

Growth 

Joseph Wright Jr, director of 
the Office of Management and-- 
Budget, said the OMB now 
estimates that the deficit for the 
1990 fiscal year, which begins 
next Oct 1, will be $132 billion, 
substantially higher than that 
$1 1 1 billion deficit estimate 
OMB made just three months 
ago. 

Officials said the main factors 
boosting the deficit estimate 
were the drought, which slowed 


economic growth this year, and 
higher-than-expected interest 
rates, which raised the cost of 
•financing the $2. 6-trillion 
national debt. 

The country’s balanced bud- 
get law’s deficit target for 1990 is 
$100 billion, which mean* that 
$32 billion in budget cuts will be 
needed to close die gap between 
revenues and spending. 

Achieving such sizable cuts in 
the face of congressional opposi- 
tion to further reductions in 
domestic programmes will 
present Bush with major political 
problems. 

During the campaign,. Bush 
sidestepped specifics on how he 
•would- deal with the budget 
deficit by touting a plan for a 
“flexible freeze." Bush said he 
would allow government spend- 
ing to grow only enough to 
match inflation. Within the 
overall freeze, selected program- 
mes could grow while others 
would be cut 

However, Bush avoided 
providing details on what 
programmes he would cut in 


order to free funds for increases 
that he promised to make an 
education, child care and health 
care for the poor. 

The budget document Reagan 
sends to Congress on Jan 9 will 
reflect his decisions, presidential 
spokesman Marlin Fitzwater 
raid. 

However, officials said it was 
likely that Bush would rewrite at 
least part of the document once 
he takes office, just as Reagan did 
in 1981 when he submitted his 
own budget to Congress in place 
of the budget left behind by 
Democratic President Jimmy 
Carter.. . 


.-Officials refused to comment 
on reports that the final Reagan 
budget will call for substantial 
increases in defence spending 
and steep cuts in diplomatic 
programmes as a way of provid- 
ing Bush with the opportunity to 
present a softer budget blueprint 
once he takes office. 


OMB spokeswoman Barbara 
Clay said that Reagan’s final 
budget would not include any tax 


increases, something the 
president has consistently 
opposed, or seek to trim govern- 
ment benefits to the elderly as a 
way of meeting the $ 100-billion 
target of the budget-balancing 
law. 

With estimates on future 
deficits rising, many private 
economists are convinced that 
Bush will be forced to accept 
some type of tax increase despite 
his oft-repeated opposition to 
new tax during the campaign. 

As examples of pressure for 
increased spending, they point to 
public demands that the govern- 
ment do more in the fight against 
drugs, and to estimates topping 
$50 billion for the cost of bailing 
out hundreds of insolvent sav- 
ings and loan institutions. 

Blueprint 

House of Representatives 
speaker Jim Wright yesterday 
said the first signal on whether 
Bush is serious about reducing 
the budget deficit is likely to 
come from his appointment of 
two members to the National 
■Economic Commission, a bipar- 


tisan advisoiy group created to 
come up with a blueprint for 
eliminating the budget deficit 

“Will they be pragmatic peo- 
ple, will they be r ealis tic people, 
will they be people dedicated to 
finding a true solution to this 
enormous budget crisis?’’ 
Wright, a Democrat, asked. “1 
think that may be his first sig- 
nal.” 

Members of the Democrat- 
controlled US Congress are sig- 
nalling new pressure on Bush to 
tighten regufation of US equities 
markets to preveat a re-run of the 
crash of ’87. 

Financial analysts said Bush- 

free- market sluice as President 
Reagan, who this year helped 
stall reform efforts. 

“In the absence of some kind 
of severe market break or other 
stock market scandal, that kind 
of legislation will have little 
chance,” said Richard Phillips, 
former chairman of the 
American Bar Association's 
Committee on Federal Regula- 
tion of Securities. 


Japan’s trade surplus soars 


TOKYO. Nov 12, (Reuter): 
Japan's huge trade surplus 
soared in October and econ- 
omists said new international 
tensions could arise from the 
failure to right the world's lop- 
sided trading patterns. 

Economists have been saying 
for months that the effort to cut 
the surplus has stalled. David 
Pike, an economist at UBS 
Phillips and Drew said. “Now we 
can say it has reversed," he 
added. 

The Ministry of Finance 
reported yesterday that Japan’s 
October customs-cleared trade 
surplus surged to $7.69 billion 
from $6.80 billion a year earlier. 

Surplus 

While the Japanese surplus 
with the United States fell some, 
exports to Europe and Southeast 
Asian countries such as South 
Korea and Taiwan were boom- 
ing. 

Many analysts suggest that 
Europe and Southeast Asia, 
where Japanese auto exports 
rose 25. 5 per cent and 52 percent, 
respectively, in October on a 
year-on-year basis, may soon 
institute quotas and other non- 
tariff barriers. 

“We're going to see a different 


set of tensions,” Pike said. “It 
may be an increasing problem 
with Europe and Australia-Asia 
rather than the US that the 
Japanese will have to cope with.” 

The rise in the October Japan- 
ese surplus was the second con- 
secutive gain for the Japanese 
trade account. Some analysts 
had pinned the blame for the 
September rise on lower imports 
due to a droptn crude oil prices. 

“There are a number of people 
who argue that (the rise) is all 
temporary, but I disagree 
entirely." said Adrian Tschoegl, 
an economist with SBCl 
Securities Asia. 

Imports 

“One factor alone is the 
upward valuation of the Korean 
won and the Taiwanese dollar, 
which makes yen exports 
cheaper to these countries and 
imports from them more expen- 
sive,” he said. 

Japanese import growth has to 
rise 50 per cent over the speed of 
export growth for the trade 
adjustment pocess to continue 
and that is just not happening, 
said Kenneth Courtis, senior 
economist at DB Capital Mark- 
ets Asia. 

Japanese exporters have cut 


costs and honed efficiency to deal 
with the appreciation of the yen, 
redoubling their export efforts m 
Europe and Southeast Asia. 

Exports to Southeast Asian 
countries skyrocketed 25.1 per 
cent in October while imports 
increased only 6.1 per cent, the 
Ministry of Finance reported 
Doubled 

Overall, the Japanese trade 
surplus with Southeast Asia 
more than doubled to $1.81 
billion from $856 million a year 
earlier. 

“Theoniy thing that waykeep- 
ing the surplus within bonds was 
that auto exports were flat until 
last month,” Courtis said. 

After rising four per cent year- 
on-year in September, car 
exports jumped 13.2 per cent in 
October, with a large part of that 
growth taking place in Europe 
and Southeast Asia. 

With the possibility of protect 
tionist legislation looming, 
Japanese carmakers may double 
their efforts to export cars to 
Europe and Southeast Asia, 
some economists said. 

“We expect car companies to 
race over the next few months 
and car exports to continue to 
expand” Courtis said. 


Tunisia expects economy 
to bounce back in 1989 


TUNIS, Nov 12, (Reuter): Tun- 
isia has adjusted its estimate of 
economic growth in 1988 down- 
wards after realising the full 
impact of a disastrous harvest 
but expects the economy to 
bounce back in 1989, Planning 
Minister Mohammed Gfaannou- 
chi said. 

Tbe Planning Ministry now 
expects only one per cent growth 
this year, against initial predic- 
tions of 2.5 per cent, Ghannouchi 
told a cabinet meeting on Wed- 
nesday. 

The main reason was that 
drought and an attack on locusts 
had cut agricultural production 
'by one quarter. The gram harvest 
was particularly affected falling 
to 292,500 tonnes from an 
average of about 1 .3 million. 

Ghannouchi was presenting 
an economic analyns'to the 
cabinet at a meeting on next 
year’s budget The cabinet issued 
a statement on the meeting on 
Wednesday evening. 

Agricultural output would 
increase 14 percent in 


1 989 while manufacturing indus- 
try would grow 6.8 per cent giv- 
ing an overall growth rate of 5.5 
per cent slightly below the rate of 


5.8 achieved in 1987,theminister 
added. 

He forecast a current account 
deficit of200 million dinars ($225 
million) in 1988, well under the 
380 million dinars (then $480 
million) predicted by Prime Min- 
ister Hcdi Baccouche in last 
year's budget speech. 

Much of the improvement 
results from a boom in tourism, 
especially Libyans taking advan- 
tage of borders opened when the 
two countries resumed ties in 
December. 

Industry and Trade Minister 
Moncef Belaid raid earlier this 
month that receipts from tour- 
ism had doubled to 800 million 
dinars ($890 million) in tbe first 
nine months of 1988. 

Ghannouchi said the govern- 
ment could probably hold the 
current account deficit. to 280 
million dinars ($310 million) 
next year and maintain Tunisia’s 
debt service radio at the current 
level of 24 per cent. 

The government last week 
announced new measures to 
encourage investment, saying 
earlier reforms had not done 
enough. 


Iraq offers state plants to Arab investors 


BAGHDAD, Nov 12, (AP): The 
government has offered to sell a 
number of state-owned plants to 
Arab businessmen in Iraq's drive 
to revive its economy for post- 
war reconstruction. Industry 
Minister Brig. Hussein Kamel 
said on Wednesday. 

About 20 medium-sized plants 
were put up for sale last July 
under a new economic strategy 
declared by President Saddam 
Hussein to privatise some inef- 
ficient stale enterprises and 
industrial projects and loosen the 
socialist state's grip on industry. 
Projects 

They included several food- 
canning and beverage plants. 

The state-run television net- 
work, reporting Kamel's 
statement, said he told the Gulf 
businessmen that Iraq is con- 
sidering setting up an industrial 
free zone to encourage invest- 


ment by Arab and other foreign 
companies. 

Kamel urged them to take the 
opportunity to set up major 
industrial projects, such as petro- 
chemical and steel plants. 

The Iraqis, eager for badly 
needed investment so they can 
revive an ambition industrial 
development programme 
shelved in 1984 because of the 
war, are particularly keen to 
secure Arab investment from the 
oil-rich Gulf region. 

Assets 

The move coincided with new 
government regulations to 
encourage the private sector and 
expand its role in the economy, 
battered by the right-year-old 
war with Iran. 

Western diplomats in Bagh- 
dad said the move was aimed at 
raising productivity, which has 
been dampened by bureaucracy. 


hard currency shortages and lack 
of investment. 

Few of the state assets offered 
for sale to local investors have 
been sold because of caution 
among Iraqis to invest large 
amounts of funds held abroad m 
major enterprises. 

The government last April 
issued a new law to encourage 
Arab businessmen to invest in 
Iraq, providing them with incen- 
tives such as tax exemption and 
freedom to move their money 
abroad with guarantees against 
government seizure of assets. 

The Iraqis’ main objectives on 
the economic front are to rebuild 
and expand its oil industry, cor- 
ner-stone of the economy, and 
secure major new foreign credits 
despite a foreign debt of an 
estimate $60 billion. 

Most creditors, hopeful of 
winning lucrative contracts in 


the post-war reconstruction 
programme, have rescheduled 
Iraq's debts. Tbe United States 
and Britain earlier this month 
extended new lines of credit to 
Iraq totalling more than $1.5 
billion to finance exports. 

Co-operation 

Meanwhile, Iraq and Ireland 
agreed yesterday to boost 
bilateral trade and technical co- 
operation, state-run television 
reported. 

The agreement was signed by 
visiting Irish Trade Minister 
Seamus Brennan and Iraqi Tran- 
sportation Minister Mohammed 
Hamza, the television said. 

Ireland also agreed to expand 
new lines of credit to cover fraqi 
purchases from Irish companies, 
but the television report gave no 
details of the financing arran- 
gements. 


Oil price 
discount 
denied 

RIYADH, Nov 12, (OPECNA): 
Saudi Arabia has denied Wes- 
tern press reports that it has sla- 
shed its official oil price by 10 
cents a barrel, it was reported 
here today. 

An official from die Ministry 
of Petroleum and Mineral 
Resources said a Western news 
agency hadcarried a report Wed- . 
nesday quoting oil, sources as 
saying that “the kingdom had 
informed Japanese oil importers 
of its decision and that it would 
continue increasing oil produc- 
tion.” 

The source noted that “we 
regret that some Western media 
channels insist on publishing 
such reports despite Saudi 
official announcements on 
recent disturbances in the oil 
market.”

BAHRAIN, Nov 12, (Reuter): 
Saudi Arabia today reconfirmed 
it had no plans to devalue its 
currency, dismissing speculation 
about such a move as baseless. 

The Saudi Press Agency, quot- 
ing an official source, denied 
Saudi Arabia was to blame for 
volatility in the international oil 
markets. 

The source said Saudi Arabia 
maintained that the volatility 
resulted from the failure of other 
members of the Organisation of

(OPEC) to adhere to production 
quotas agreed by the 13-member 
group. 

The source was reacting to 
Reuter reports this week that 
Saudi production in-October had 
risen above its OPEC quota of 
4.3 million barrels per day and 
that financial markets were 
speculating on a devaluation 
against the US dollar to boost the 
domestic value of oil revenues. 

Interest rates in the Saudi riyal 
market fell in reaction to the SPA 
report ruling out a devaluation.

OSLO, Nov 12, (Reuter): Nor- 
wegian Finance Minister Gun- 
nar Berge has quashed rumours 
that Oslo intends to devalue the 
crown — a rumour that was par- 
tly responsible for depressing the 
nation’s currency this week. 

“That is ridiculous and 
absolutely not the case.” Berge 
told the daily Stavanger Aften- 
bladet today. 

State television reported the 
Central Bank bought five billion 
crowns ($760 million) in 
currency intervention on Friday 
to bolster the currency. It gave no 
sources for its report. 

Dealers 

Foreign exchange dealers told 
Reuters on Friday the crown had 
fafiHff sharply in a irade : wfigh- 
tpd-baskcj of -14 currencies and; 
the Central Bank had bought 
large amounts of crowns with 
other currencies. 

They said the crown’s fall was 
partly because of problems 
within Norway’s oil-based econ- 
omy but there had also been 
rumours of a devaluation. 

Norway last devalued the 
crown in the spring of 1986 — by 
12 per cent — when a coDapse in 
the price for its North Sea oil 
threatened to create a major 
economic recession. 

Labour Prime Minister Gro 
Harlem Brundtland said then 
there would be only one devalua- 
tion and Norway would sub- 
sequently solve its economic 
problems by other means.

Alshall index for Gulf share- 
holding companies reached 
48.88 points with an increase of 
0.30 point; 0.6 per cent for- the 
same period, according to a press 
statement by Alshall Economic 
Consultants. . 

The trading volume for 
Kuwaiti shares reached 9.72 
million shares at a daily average 
of 1.94 million shares with a 
decrease of SO per cent from the 
previous week’s daily average of 
3.86 reunion shares the statement 
said. 

Decrease 

Gulf traded shares reached 
5.08 million shares, at a daily 
average of 1.02 million shares 
with a decrease of 62 per cent 
from last week's daily average of 
2.69 million shares. 

The value of Kuwaiti traded 
shares was KD3.505 million at a 


daily average of KD0.701 
milli on, a decrease of 51 percent 
from last week’s daily average of 
KD1 .429 million. 

The value of Gulf traded 
shares was KD 0.230 million at a 
daily average of KD0.046 
million a decrease of 68 per cent 
from last week's daily average of 
KD0.145 million. 

The weak performance of the 
market was reflected on all three 
ind ic es volume, price, and value 
in the Kuwaiti share market and

• the Gulf share market, according 
to the statement 

Momentum 

The market seems to have lost 
the momentum it had acquired 
after the ceasefire decision in the 
Iraq-Iran war was taken, it 
added. . 

“This confirms our point of 
view that market activity result- 
ing from a political decision or 
any other outside factor without 
reflecting actual performance or 
profit levels of the individual 
companies, does not last long,” 
the report added. 


In lbe_ Kuwaiti shares market 
the banking sector maintained its 
lead at 60 percent of total trading 
against last week’s 59 per cent. 
The Gulf Bank lead in the sector 
at 36 per cent, followed by the 
Commercial Bank at 20 per cent 
and Burgan Bank ax 12 per cent. 

The investment sector came 
second at 16 per cent of total 
trading in which investment 
Pearl Kuwait led at 63 per cent 
followed by National Invest- 
ments at 36 per cent. 

The real estate sector came 
third at 9 per cent of total trading 
volume in which United Realty 
had iheleadat71 percent of total 
sector trading, followed by 
Kuwaiti Real Estate at 29 per 
cent. 

As for the Gulf shares market, 
the investment sector came first 
at 65 per cent of total trading. 

Bahrain Middle East Bank 
had the lead in both sectors at 26 
per cent followed by While 
Cement Company at 16 per cent 
and Coast Investment and 
Development Company at 1 5 per 
cent. 


Turkey looks to boost wheat sales to Moscow 


ANKARA, Nov 12, (Reuter): 
Turkey is looking at the Soviet 
Union as an export market for 
wheat after bumpier harvests, 
Turkish Grain Board offi cials 
raid yesterday. 

Self-sufficient in food. Turkey 
aims to export 2.5 million tonnes 
of wheat and barley this year, 
compared with up .to 400.000 
tonnes a year between 1980 and 
1987. 

“Turkey is becoming an 
exporter nation. People know 
they can get continuous supplies 


from us,” Grain Board chairman 
Ahmet Ozgunes said in an 
interview. 

Turkey’s 1 988 wheat harvest is 
officially estimated at 20.5 
milli on tonnes, compared with 
18.9 million the previous year. 
Ozgunes said the 1 989 figure was 
likely to be similar to 1 988. 

The 1988 barley harvest is 
estimated at 7.5 million tonnes, 
up from 6.9 million in 1987. 

Ozgunes said exports this year 
were destined mainly for the 
Soviet Union, Mediterranean 


basin countries and places such 
as Iran, Iraq and Syria. 

Exports to the Soviet Union, 
mainl y of wheat, were expected 
to total 350.000 tonnes. “We 
hope it will go up to 500.000 
tonnes next year,” Ozgunes said. 

Turkey sold the Soviet Union 
between 5,000 and 6,000 tonnes 
last year to test the market. 

“The Soviet Union is a very 
good market for us due to its 
location and the short transport 
distances involved,” Ozgunes 
said.

Hadlee sets Test-wicket record 


BANGALORE. India, Nov 12, 
(Reuter): New Zealand fast- 
medium bowler Richard Hadlee 
drew clear of England all-roun- 
der Ian Botham as Test cricket's 
most prolific wicket- taker here 
today. 

With his 14th ball on the open- 
ing day of the first Test against 
India, Hadlee removed Indian 
opener A run Lai to take his tally 
to 374 wickets in 75 Tests. 

He had held the record jointly 
with Botham since last 'Decem- 
ber and went further clear with 
one more wicket before India's 
batsmen took control to finish 
the day od 243 for three. 

Certainly 

“It was important to us that it 
happened quickly so that we 
could get on with the game. Arun 
Lai will certainly go down in my 
memory as a very special person 
and obviously a very special 
wicket," Hadlee said. 

In normal circumstances 
Hadlee's bowling would have 
been overshadowed by a brilliant 
maiden Test hundred by NayjoL 
Sidhu, who came to the wicket in 
only the fifth over after Hadlee 
had Lai well caught at third slip 
by Chris Kuggeleijn. 

The 25- year-old Punjabi was 
dismissed 15 minutes before the 
dose for a superb 116 when 
Andrew Jones took a well-jud- 
ged running catch over his shoul- 
der at deep cover to give Evan 
Gray revenge for the mauling he 
had received from Sidhu. 

Gray was hit straight for four 
sixes by Sidhu, who faced 196 
balls and also struck 12 fours. 

With his captain Dilip Veng- 
sarkar, Sidhu added 174 for the 
third wicket. The partnership 
was interrupted when Vcng-

And Glen Calkins, who han- 
dles Johnson’s Canadian endor- 
sements, said he has been contac- 
ted by three different US 
interests about the posabitity of 
a Johnson- Lewis duel. 

‘Til race Carl anywhere, 
anytime,” Johnson, who 
appeared noticeably thinner 
than he was in Seoul, told 
Reuters during a workout ses- 
sion. 

Td like to race him. But it’s 
going to be hard,” said Johnson, 
who resumed his daily training 
schedule on the trade on Mon- 
day. “I’ve got to keep in shape,” 
said the 26-year-old Jamaican- 
born Canadian sprinter, who still 
holds the world record of 9.83 
seconds for the 100 metres. 

Douglas said the chance of a 
match race was remote and 
would not happen if Lewis' 
status with (he International 
Amateur Athletic Association 
(1AAF) was endangered. 


Lewis could possibly face sus- 
pension under IAAF rules if he 
were to race against a banned 
athlete. 

Johnson is under suspension 
by the IAAF and the Canadian 
Track and Field Association 
(CTFA) for two years after bei ng 
stripped of his Olympic 100 
metres gold medal for testing 
positive for the anabolic steroid 
stanozolol. 

Lewis, who finished second to 
Johnson in Seoul, was later awar- 
ded the gold medal. 

Johnson has maintained since 
his hasty return from Seoul on 
September 27 that he did not 
knowingly take any illegal sub- 
stances and has been ordered by 
his lawyer not to discuss the 
incident 

Johnson is training without 
the assistance of Charlie Francis, 
who had been his coach for the 
past 1 1 years. Francis was susp- 
ended indefinitely with pay on 
October 24 by the CTFA pend- 
ing an investigation into the 
Seoul doping scandal. 

Investigation 

Yesterday, Johnson worked 
out with hurdler Mark McKoy, 
who i s under investigation by the 
CTFA for leaving Seoul without 
competing in the 4x100 metres 
relay. 

Johnson, McKoy and Francis 
are among those who will be 
called to testily before the Can- 
adian government-ordered royal 
commission into drugs in 
amateur sport

late equaliser to hold Norwich New Zealanc

LONDON, Nov !Z (Reuter): 
Leaders Norwich, who have 
been upstaging the traditional 
giants of the English soccer First 
Division, had their progress 
checked when Mel Sterland snat- 
ched a late equaliser for visiting 
Sheffield Wednesday in a 1-1 
draw today. 

Unfashionable Norwich, who 
have never Finished higher than 
fifth in the First Division, had 
their lead cut from six to four 
points over second-placed 
Arsenal, who pulled off a 1-0 
victory at struggling Newcastle. 

Adjusted 

Southampton moved up two 
places to third, six points behind 
the pacemakers, by beating 
Aston Villa 3-1 after second half 
goals from Matthew Le Tissier 
and Rodney Wallace. 

Their success pushed Miliwall 
down to fourth, though the Lon- 
don club gave a further demon- 
stration of how effectively they 
have adjusted to their debut 
season in Division One by hold- 
ing champions Liverpool 1-1 at 
Aniield. 

The London club's new sign- 
ing. winger Paul Stephenson, 
made a story-book start by scor- 
ing on his first appearance, 
before Steve Nicol put Liverpool 
back on terms. 

Norwich have apparently 
found it difficult to pinpoint the 
reason for their outstanding 


form, stressing that essentially 
they are not playing any differ- 
ently from last season when they 
ended in 14th position. 

They have won eight of their 
12 League games, and seemed on 
course to extend their winning 
record when midfielder Trevor 
Putney struck his first goal of the 
season to put them in front after 
29 minutes. 

However. Norwich squan- 
dered maximum home points 
when they allowed Wednesday 
captain and defender Sterland 
break away on the right and 
unleash a shot that deflected past 
helpless goalkeeper Bryan Gunn 
in the 88th minute. 

Boosted 

Arsenal, playing with a grow- 
ing assurance and conviction 
that has made them the most 
realistic threat to Liverpool's 
crown, boosted their title 
challenge with the aid of a 73rd 
minute goal from Steve Bould. 

The former Stoke defender 
produced a looping header to 
decide a lack-lustre affair that 
left Newcastle at the bottom of 
the 20-team division. 

Southampton, another club to 
have taken some of the spotlight 
from their more glamorous 
rivals, stepped up their title bid 
by ending an unbeaten run of 
seven games by visitors Villa. 

Striker Le Tissier put them 
ahead after 10 minutes and res- 



Newcastle for £300,000 
($540,000) this week, spec- 
tacularly launched his Miliwall 
career with a goal after 10 min- 
utes, his right-foot shot taking a 
deflection and giving goalkeeper 
Mike Hooper no chance. 

The joy among MillwalTs 
4,000 fans was tempered as the

Terry Fenwick had put Spurs 
ahead from the penalty spot,

Mecir rallies to upset McEnroe sanabriaretainst^ 


STUTTGART, West Germany, 
Nov 1 Z (Reuter): John McEnroe 
clashed disastrously with the 
referee as he lost 3-7 7-6 (7-1) 6-3 
to Olympic champion Miloslav 
Mecir in their Stuttgart Classic 
tennis tournament semifinal 
today. 

The 29-year-old American 
walked off court and refused Lo 
play for three minutes in the first 
set after British referee George 
Grime hit him with a one-point 
penalty for sl ammin g his racket 
on the floor when he was 5-3 up 
and at set point. 

Composure 

Though he lost the game, 
McEnroe fought back to take the 
set 7-5. But the incident upset his 
composure and the Cze- 
choslovak took the next two sets. 

Grime earlier warned the 


worid cumber 14 in the third 
game after he shouted at a lines- 
man who foot-faulted him. 

When the point was taken 
away later, McEnroe walked to 
his seat at the side of the court 
and sat there arguing with Grime 
and with tournament officials as 
the 7,000-crowd whistled and 
slow-handclapped. 

“After that whole incident I 
lost the feeling of enjoying the 
match totally. I lost my spirit," 
he said afterwards. 

“It stopped being pleasure and 
turned into business — like a nine 
to five job I had been doing for 1 2 
years. 

“One of the main things I am 
trying to do at the moment is 
enjoy my tennis ... 1 got mentally 
and physically tired easily after 
that* * 

McEnroe, who has been show- 


ing the kind of form this week 
which could put him back in the 
worid top 10. looked to be in 
control of the match in the early 


Boosted by his first tour- 
nament win in six months in Ant- 
werp last week, he showed the 
delicate touch on his volleys and 
half-volleys which helped make 
him world number one in the 
early 1980s. 

Errors 

But in the second set Medr 
forced McEnroe lo stay at the 
back of the court and got into a 
rhythm with his accurate 
baseline shots cross-court and 
down the line. 

The second set went to a tie- 
break but Medr ran away with it 
as McEnroe started to make 
more and more unforced errors. 



CHICAGO, Nov 1Z (Reuter): 
Top seed Martina Navratilova 
avenged her US Open loss to 
Zina Garrison by defeating the 
seventh seed in the quarterfinals 
'of the $250,000 Chicago tennis 
tournament last night. 

Navratilova, the defending 
champion, needed just 61 min- 
utes to oust lhe ninth-ranked 
Garrison 6-3 6-3 and set up a 
semifinal against fifth seed 
Helena Sukova of Cze- 
choslovakia. 

Earlier, fourth seed Manuela 
Maleeva of Bulgaria disposed of 
18-year-old American Ann 


Grossman 6-2 6-1 in 57 minutes. 
Maleeva was to face second- 
seeded Chris Evert in the other 
semifinal today. 

Garrison, a 24-year-old 
Texan, had trouble with her serve 
throughout the match. 
Navratilova, playing her usual 
powerful attack game, captured 
Garrison's serve three times in 
the first seL 

Ranked 

“The difference was my 
serve,” said Garrison. “I was 
rushing, like speedy Gonzalez." 

Navratilova, ranked second in 


the world, had beaten Garrison 
21 consecutive times until the 
quarterfinals of the US Open in 
September. 

Garrison's shock upset ended 
Navratilova's last chance to cap- 
ture a Grand Slam title in 1988. 

“That match will always give 
me incentive,” said Navratilova. 
*T1I never forget it. 

“I can't say it was in my top 10 
or top five (most disappointing

Leconte, one of the most excit- 
ing players in the game, could 
never get out of second gear as 
the tall Hlasek, ranked 15th in 
the world and seeded four, 
dominated the semifinal with his 
blarin^service.

GRAVELINES, France, Nov 
12, (UPI): Venezuela's Jose San- 
abria successfully defended his 
International Boxing Federation 
junior featherweight title for the 
third time in four months last 
night with a sixth-round tech- 
nical knockout of Frenchman 
Thierry Jacob. 

Sanabria unleashed a flurry of 
six unanswered punches, includ- 
ing a pair of vicious uppercuts, 
early m the sixth round to knock 
a bloody Jacob to the canvas. 

Hie Venezuelan^ who lives in 
New York, finished off the Fren- 
chman a minute later with 
another flurry that left the 


challenger wobbly and led 
referee Danny Nelson of the 
United States to end the fight. 

Sanabria, 25, who won the title 
in April by knocking out Moises 
Fuentes Rocha of Colombia, 
earlier had defended his title in 
August against Italian Vincenzo 
Belcastro and Frenchman 
Fabrice Benicfaou in September. 

The champion improved his 
record to 17 victories, two losses 
and two draws, while the 23- 
year-old Jacob fell to 18 trium- 
phs and three defeats. Jacob had 
entered the fight as the I2th-ran- 
ked challenger in thelBFs junior 
featherweight class. 


New Zealand 

LONDON, Nov 12. (Reuter): 
England’s cricketers, whose 
scheduled lour of India was 
called offlast month, may make a 
brief trip to New Zealand early 
next year. 

Although the English Test and 
County Cricket Board (TCCB) 
said it was too early to release any 
definite news, the possibility of a 
short tour was mentioned by 
Richard Hadlee today. 

The New Zealand fast- 
medium bowler, speaking on 
British Radio after taking sole 
possession of the world Test 
wicket-taking record in India, 
said: “I understand there is a 
chance of England visiting us 
next year for a one-off Test and 
perhaps two or three one-day 
internationals.” 

New Zealand, currently play- 
ing a three-Test rubber in India, 
have three home Tests against 
Pakistan starting in early 
February, followed by a limited 
overs series against the same 
opponents ending in mid- 
March. 

Refuse 

The TCCB have never given 
up hope of finding an alternative 
to the tour of India, which was 
effectively scuppered when the 
Indian government said it would 
refuse to issue visas to captain 
Graham Gooch and seven other 
players with South African con- 
nections. 

TCCB chief executive Alan 
Smith said earlier this week: 
“The position is unchanged. We 
do hope to arrange an alternative 
tour but at this stage it is too early 
to say whether anything can be 
fixed up. The international 
programme worldwide is very 
congested this winter." 

Hadlee's comments came after 
he had taken his 374th Test 
wicket to move ahead of the 
record mark he had shared with 
England all-rounder Ian 
Botham. 

Dubai match 
postponed 

THE Dubai Champions Cup 
between Liverpool and Glasgow 
Celtic is to be held early in the 
new year, after a postponement 
forced by a replay of an English 
League Cup-tie and England's 
preparations for the next World 
Cup. 

The original Nov 22 date for 
the match at AJ Nasr stadium — 
the unofficial British champion- 
ship which brings together the 
champions of the English and 
Scottish Leagues — had to be 
postponed when Liverpool drew 
0-0 last week with Arsenal in the 
third round of the League Cup. 

Set 

Normally, the replay would 
have been held a week later, on 
Nov 16. But thedateclashed with 
Engla n d's World Cup warm-up 
match against Saudi Arabia 
involving players from both 
Livetpool and Arsenal, and the 
English Football League has 
now set the replay for Nov 23. 


Directors to join rebel tour 


ZURICH, Nov 12, (Reuter): 
European tournament directors 
decided today to join the break- 
away Association of Tennis 
Professionals (ATP) tour in 
1990. 

Italian Franco Bartoni, chair- 
man of the newly-formed Pro 
Tennis Europe — a union of 
European tournaments directors 
— told Reuters after a four-hour 
meeting: “We decided unan- 
imously to join the ATP circuit in 


1990. 

"The present Grand Prix tour- 
naments in Europe will remain 
on the 1 990 schedule. The future 
of the Grand Slam events in 
Wimbledon and Paris will no 
doubt be the subject of further 
discussion,” he said. 

Bartoni said the 34-member 
meeting appointed him to 
represent European interests in 
all future talks with the recogn- 
ised tennis bodies.
